Unity efforts are being made 
today following President 
Gerald Ford's first-ballot 
nomination last night at the 
Republican convention in 
Kansas City 

The incumbent chief 
executive received 1,187 votes 
to 1,070 for former California 
Governor Ronald Reagan. One 
delegate (an Ilinoisan) ab- 
stained and there was one vote 
for Commerce Secretary Elliot 
Richardson, 

The 117-vote victory margin 
was the slimmest Republican 
wifi since Dwight Eisenhower 
edged Robert Taft by 95 votes at 
the 1952 convention. Gen. “Ike’ 
went on to win the Presidency 

Pres. Ford—in the White 
House since, Richard Nixon 
resigned as President in August 
1974 over the Watergate scandal 
involving abuse-of power—was 
outpolled in Grand Old Party 
primaries this year. But Mr. 
Ford gained the nomination 
despite the lively campaigning 
of the slightly more con- 
servative Reagan 


Midwestern and Eastern 


convention votes for Pres. Ford 
overcame Reagan support in 
the South and West, and now it 
will be Mr. Ford of Michigan vs. 
the Democrats’ Jimmy Carter 
of Georgia on Nov. 2. 
Ilinoisans even with the 
abstention still had 100 votes 
to cast and allocated 86 to the 

President and 14 to Reagan 

L Senator Charles H. 

Percy announced the tally, 

noting that Illinois voters 

consistently back Presidental 
candidates who prove to be 
winners. 

Missourians led by former 
Congressman Thomas Curtis 
cast 31 Reagan ballots to 18 for 
Mr. Ford, who was the favorite 
of Governor Christopher Bond. 

Former Illinois Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie was criticized by 
Reagan during this week's 
convention after disclosing that 
two Chicago area delegates had 
told the U. S. Justice Depart 
ment of what they regarded as 
offers of money to support 
Reagan. State Rep. Donald 
Totter led the Reagan group in

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Milk program 


criteria set 


Sister Mary Samuella, 
principal of St. Joseph School, 
has announced a policy for free 
milk for children unable to pay 
the full price of milk served 
under the National school lunch, 
school breakfast, and special 
milk programs. 

Local school officials have 
adopted the following family 
size and income criteria for 
determining eligibility: 

Family size, one, with an 
income criteria level of $3,680; 
family size, two-$4,830; three- 
$5,980; four-$7,130; five-$8,190; 
six-$9,240; seven-$10,200; eight- 
$11,150; nine-$12,010; —_ten- 
$12,870; 11-$13,730; 12-$14,590. 
For each additional family $860 
is added to the income criteria. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below the levels 
shown are eligible for free milk. 
In addition, families not 
meeting these criteria but with 
other unusual expenses due to 
unusually high medical ex- 
penses, shelter costs in excess 
of 30 per cent of income, special 
education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition of 
achild, and disaster or casualty 
losses are urged to apply, Sister 
Samuella said. 

Application forms are being 
sent to all homes in a letter to 
parents. Additional copies are 
available at the principal's 
office in the school. The in- 
formation provided on the 
application is confidential and 
will be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted 
at any time during the year. 

Local authorities must 
consider both the income of the 
family during the past 12 
months and the family’s current 
rate of income to determine 
which is the better indicator of 
need for free milk to reflect 
family wage earners’ present 
level of employment, the 
principla said. .

In certain cases, foster 
children also are eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has 
foster children living with them 
and wishes to apply for such 
milk for them, it may contact 
the school. 


All children are treated the 
same regardless of ability to- 
pay. In the operation of child 
nutrition programs, no child 
will be discriminated against 
because of his race, sex, color, 
or national origin, she added.

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350,000 additional 
jobs urged for region 


The St. Louis metropolitan 
area must generate 350,000 to 
480,000 new jobs by the year 2000 
to support the economic growth 
of which it is capable, Harry T. 
Morley Jr., executive vice 
President of the Regional 
Commerce and Growth 
Association, said Monday night 

Morley told a general meeting 
of the Home Builders 
Association at LeChateau 
Restaurant that St. Louis has 
acquired new growth prospects 
from the movement of business 
and industry to so-called Sun 
Belt states 

But he said it was necessary 
to conserve industrial sites 
encourage industrial parks and 
authorize higher residential 
densities to take advantage of 
the region’s “rare new op 
portunity to become the 
financial and business center 
for the booming South and 
Southwest."’ 

Morley said the RCGA has 
completed a research report 
“The Economic Development of 
the St. Louis Region to the Year 
2000," which projected the 
region’s population at 2.9 
million to 3.2 million by the year 
2000, an increase of 500,000 to 
800,000 persons in the next 23 
years. 

“This is good news for the St 
Louis economy. However, it 
takes jobs to support population 
growth 

“In the case of St. Louis, we 
believe the area can achieve its 
population growth potential if, 
and only if, we are also able to 
generate 350,000 to 480,000 new 
jobs in all business sectors by 
the year 2000.

SPRINGFIELD — One of 
the key elements of the fall 
campaign will be the 
relationship between sup- 
porters of presidential candi- 
date Jimmy Carter and 
gubernatorial candidate 
Michael Howlett. r 

Howlett’s staff eagerly 
seeks identification with the 
popular Carter. Carter’s sup- 
porters aren't especially 
interested in Howlett. 

Here's an example of that 
attitude, as expressed by one 
Carter delegate at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention: 

“Governor Walker got me 
involved in politics,” the 
delegate said, “and I worked 
for him in 1972. But I wasn’t 
satisfied with his administra- 
tion.” 

What did you do in the 
March primary? 

“I worked for Carter.”” 

What did you do in the 
governor’s race? 

“I didn’t do any work for 
Walker, but I couldn’t vote 
for Howlett.”” 

That comment sums up the 
problem Howlett faces this 
fall. The secretary of state, 
brutally attacked by Walker 
during the primary, faces a 
stiff challenge from Repub- 
lican James Thompson. 

On the other hand, Carter 
at this time is favored to 
carry Illinois and win the 
presidency, 


Hy Raskin, 
campaign manager, thinks 
Carter will help Howlett, 
especially in the rural areas 
where Howlett is not as 
st 


Howlett’s 


trong. 

“We'll have 10 regions in 
the state,” Raskin said, ‘and 
the state ticket will run as a 
unit. We'll coordinate 
schedules for the five candi- 
dates and use the same 
literature. 

“We had a meeting with the 
Carter coordinators. When 
they sense everybody else is 
together, I hope they join in.”” 

But Carter’s campaign 
manager in Illinois, the Rev. 
James Wall, doesn’t see 
things in the same light. 

“If you put all your eggs in 
one basket,”’ Wall said, ‘‘you 
minimize the number of 
people you can reach. 

“There are an awfully lot of 
people interested in just 
presidential politics. You 
can’t run a presidential or 
congressional campaign and 
tie it to a state campaign be- 
cause the issues are different. 

“The way to symbolize the 
difference is to have different 
headquarters and different 
leadership. But you still co- 
operate as much as you can.” 

Hamilton Jordan, Carter’s 
national campaign manager, 
hopes to organize the 
campaign by mixing the 
Carter people with regulars 
from the Democratic Party 


Don’t bring hazards 
into the wilderness 


By MARION WELLS 
You've driven hours to 
escape from civilization and 
get back to the wide open 
spaces! Finally you've 
reached your campsite. Kick- 
ing off your shoes, you step 
out into nature ... right onto a 
tin can! 

Sound far-fetched? Not at 
all! The National Safety 
Council laments, “Un- 
romantic as it may be, the 
majority of camping 
casualties result from the 
hazards of civilization which 
man takes with him into the 
woods.'’ Vacations and lives 
could be saved by taking 
some simple precautions in. 
stead. 

Such precautions begin in 
your own backyard. That's 
where a 12-year-old was 
seriously burned when a 
candle set his sleeping bag 
and tent on fire. 

Tents can also be set 
aflame by. cigarettes, 
matches or other smoking 
materials; sparks from a 
campfire; liquid fuel or 
spilled grease; any flame — 


or heat-producing ap- 
pliances. . 

If you're buying new tents 
or sleeping bags, look for 
flame retardant fabric. Note, 
however, that even these are 
not completely fireproof. 

Other safety measures to 
take 

1. Be sure all lighting, heat- 
ing and cooking equipment is 
checked for leaks. 

2. Place it on solid footing 
where it can't tip over easily. 

3.. Add fuel only when 
equipment is cool and do so in 
a safe open space. Let vapors 
dissipate before lighting a 
match 

4. For added safety, pour 
liquid fuel through a funnel 

Have you brought a deadly 
air pollution hazard into the 
country air? Fuel-burning 
heaters, stoves and lanterns 
use up oxygen and give off 
colorless, odorless carbon 
monoxide. Such equipment 
should never be used in poor- 
ly ventilated, enclosed areas. 

“A small fire is safer and 
best for cooking and com- 
fort," the National Safety

such as labor, blacks and 
state and local officials.

The sewer committee earlier 
had authorized the sale of bonds 
this month for the $5 million 
local share of construction, but 
agreed last week to hold up the 
bond sale for a period of time 
until it could be determined if a 
suit would be filed to challenge 
the program.

Hartman contends the sewer 
committee was created legally 
by the County Board in a Sept 
10, 1974 resolution and the 
necessary two-thirds vote of the 
board members was achieved 
at that time 

He also feels all provisions of 
the 1970 state Constitution and 
the 1973 special service area 
legislation of the state were 
followed “to the letter’’ and 
challenges there can easily be 
answered 

He agreed the  con- 
stitutionality of every provision 
of the special service area 
legislation has not yet been 
tested in the Illinois Supreme 
Court, but the legislation sur- 
vived several court fights 
before being accepted as ef- 
fective about September 1973. 

Special service area 
legislation allows counties and 
municipalities to establish the 
special taxing districts of 
persons to be served and allows 
them to be taxed to repay 
general obligation bonds needed 
for specified improvements, 
including sewers. 

The law provides 51 per cent 
of the property owners and 51 
per cent of the registered voters 
must sign petitions against the 
special service areas in order to 
keep them from being created. 

Hartman contended the 
number of signatures obtained 
by opponents of the Area One 
special service district fell far 
short of 51 per cent in the 
numbers of signatures obtained 
and the suit’s challenge of the 
county clerk’s accuracy in her 
counts of voters and property 
owners would not change the 
figures significantly. 
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“They only got about 24 or 25 
per cent of the signatures of the 
voters and property owners in 
Area One. They might gain a 
percentage point or two by a 
recount, but no where near 
enough to bring it to 51 per 
cent,” Hartman predicted. 

Sparks said the filing of the 
suit is unfortunate at a time 
when the committee was 
meeting all of the approaching 
deadlines and the project was 
nearing the stage where con- 
struction could have started 
within months. 

It is going to delay the 
project at least for the time 
being and I do not know whether 
they have a valid suit and might 
be ‘able to stop the program 
altogether,”” Sparks said 

He added, “The part that 
disappoints me is the fact that 
through the years, with all the 
work we put into getting the 
project completed, we were 
thinking it was the most urgent 
thing in our area 

“Now have only a few 
people, a handful, saying we do 
not even need sewers. I think 
the people need to understand 
that to get the sewers free is a 
far-fetched idea, Someday we 
are going to have to pay for the 
sewers and the only way we can 
see is the general obligation 
bond method,"’ Sparks ¢on 
cluded.

“Dr. T. I, Irish is a native of 
Livingston County, N. Y. He 
was born on the 28th day of July, 
1823, and is the first child of 
Benjamin and Sarah (Tyler)

York. The father of Benj. Irish 
was a Baptist minister in 
Auburn, N. Y 

“Benjamin Irish, the father of 
Dr. T. L. Irish, was born about 
the year of 1798. He graduated 
in medicine in his native state, 
and in 1840 emigrated toIllinois, 
settling at Equality, near 
Shawneetown. 

“At this point he remained 
about two years, and from 
thence removed to the 
American Bottom, Madison 
County, opposite St. Louis, 
where he engaged in the 
practice of medicine with great 
success. He rapidly rose to the 
front rank of his profession, and 
attained an enviable reputation 
throughout the state. 

“In 1848, the Pope ‘Medical 
College of St. Louis conferred 
upon him the ad eundum 
degree. He continued the 
practice of medicine until July 
1851, when he fell a victim to 
cholera 

‘Dr. T. I. Irish received his 
education in New York. In 1842 
he came to the West, stopping 
for a short time at Equality, 
near Shawneetown, Ill., where 
he engaged in teaching school 

‘In 1844 he came to St. Louis 
and engaged in the study of 
medicine with his father 
graduating in 1848 in the 
Missouri State University, of St 
Louis, in the same class with 
Dr. John T. Hodgen, now one of 
the ablest surgeons of the West 

“In the same year he 
graduated, Dr. Irish settled in 
the American Bottom, on 
section 8, township 3, range 9 
where he at once engaged in the 
practice of medicine, which he 
has since followed with fine 
success, 

“By the death of his father, 

Dr. Irish came in 
possession of a very extensive 
practice throughout _ the 
American Bottom, and we but 
echo the universal sentiment of 
those who know him best when 
we say that he is truly a chip off 
the old block.”” 
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The historian continues, ‘Dr. 
Irish was married on the 26th of 
October, 1848, to Miss Lucinda, 
daughter of Thomas Elliott, 
Esq., who was a native of 
Virginia, and who was 
descended from one of the more 
prominent families of that 
state 

“By this union Mr. and Mrs. 
Irish have had born to them a 
family of 11 children, seven of 
whom are living—four sons and 
three daughters, all of whom 
except the eldest reside at home 
with their parents 

“Dr. Irish started in life with 
quite limited financial means 
He states, as an incident 
illustrative of his early financial 
conditign, that when he first 
visited Shawneetown, he was 
walking along the street with a 
friend and fortunately picked up 
a dime from the sidewalk. 

“This embraced the sum total 
of the young men's finances— 
the dime in question furnishing 
the cheese and crackers from 
which the young men made a 
tolerable dinner. 

“As we have stated, the 
doctor ranked among the more 
prominent in his profession, and 
rapidly accumulated a com 
fortable competence. He now, 
at the meridian of life, owns 
upwards of 900 acres of the 
celebrated American Bottom 
land 

“His fine home place, near 
Nameoki Station, on the T.W. & 
W., C.A. & St. Louis, and Rock 
ford & St. Louis Railways, is 
finely improved and stocked 
with superior grades of stock of 
every description 


“In politics, the doctor is now 
and has always been an ad 
mirer of the principles of the old 
and historic Democratic party 
“His first vote was cast for 
Tennessee's statesman, Ja 
K. Polk, candidate 
President in 1844 


‘During the late war. 
Irish espoused the caus 
Union, and no m n Madisor 
County was more earnest in his 
support of the government than 
he 

‘The doctor holds a 
space in the estimation of his 
fellow citizens, and none know 
him but to honor and respect 
him.”

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No magic formula for 
greater fuel economy 


By FRANK MACOMBER 


There are no magic 
carburetors. There are no 
miracle gasoline pills. The 
laws of physics and thermo- 
dynamics have not been re- 
pealed. 

So there is no beyond-this- 
world way to improve an 
automobile’s fuel economy. 

‘This is the thesis of the auto 
industry as it continues a 
battle against a con- 
gressional edict to achieve 
what the industry calls the 
virtually impossible. 

Present government 
guidelines call for auto- 
makers to turn out 1978 cars 
with minimum fuel economy 
standards of 18 miles per gal- 
lon, rising to 19 MPG by 1979; 
20 MPG in 1980 and a whop- 
ping 27.5 MPG in 1985. 

A General Motors engineer 
who has been designing and 
building cars for two genera- 
tions pretty much speaks for 
the industry when he recalls 
that it took 70 years to double 
average fuel economy. He 
doubts it could be doubled 
again as required by law by 
1985 without restricting what 
Americans can buy to meet 
their personal transportation 
needs. 

The engineer is Kenneth G 
Hanson, staff engineer in the 
environmental affairs sector 
of GM's Chevrolet Division 
In essence he says you just 
can’t get there from here 
without going to all small 
cars. 

He points out, without any 
great satisfaction, that today 
the Chevette is the only car 
built in America which 
averages 27.5 MPG. 

“Despite our un- 
precedented commitment of 
manpower and money, I don’t 
know whether we can con- 
tinue to provide the wide 
range of cars — the different 
sizes, shapes, capacities and 
features — that people want 
today and surely will 
continue to want in the 
future,'’ Hanson says. He has 
been preaching this sermon 
to service clubs and other 
organizations in the East. 

The industry has come a 
long way, Hanson says, but 
even engineering genius can 
produce just so much, short 
of some yet-to-be-discovered 
miracle breakthrough. 

He recalls the 1908 Ransom 
Olds Runabout, which 
weighed 2,800 pounds, 
developed about 40 horse- 
power and averaged only 13 
or so miles on a gallon of 


gasoline. 

Today, on the other hand, 
cars like the 1976 Vega weigh 
about the same, develop 
nearly double the horse- 
power, yet average twice as 
many miles on a gallon of 
fuel. 

In the brief span between 
1974 and this year, GM has 
achieved a 38 per cent climb 
in fuel economy, largely due 
to development of the 
catalytic converter, Hanson 
says. 

Government safety and 
clean-air regulations have so 
burdened the performance of 
the modern auto, he ob 
serves, that fuel economy 
would have fallen back to- 
ward new lows if it were not 
for these post-Arab oil 
embargo engineering 
developments: 

Smaller cars, a new high- 
energy ignition, lower rear- 
axle ratios, widespread use of 
radial tires, smaller, more 
economical power plants. 

Hanson predicts GM's 1977 
models will reflect up to a 6 or 
7 per cent fuel economy im- 
provement. But GM and the 
other Big Four automakers 
all are in the same boat when 
it comes to hitting the 27.5 
MPG average mark in the 
next nine years. 

Unless, of course, some- 
body comes along with those 
magic carburetors or miracle 
pills for the gas tank

SPRINGFIELD — The 
interstate highway.system is 
20 years old and while 5,000 
miles of it still remain to be 
completed, interstate roads 
first built in 1956 are begin- 
ning to wear out 

This startling bit of in- 
formation comes from the 
The Road _ Information 
Program (TRIP), a Wash- 
ington-based research and in- 
formation agency. The group 
notes that 10,200 miles of 
interstate routes -need re- 
surfacing now and that Con- 
gress has authorized the 
spending of $350 million for 
the job. 

Actually, resurfacing is 
considered only a small 
portion of a larger road 
problem facing the federal 
government. According to 
TRIP, the entire federal-aid 
highway system consists of 
910,000 miles, of which 318,740 
miles are regarded as 
deficient and in need of re- 
pair. Federal-aid roads 
represent 24 per cent of total 
U.S. mileage, but they handle 
74 per cent of all traffic 

The reason for this 
situation is that priority given 


to construction of the inter- 
state system has allowed 
other roads to accumulate an 
enormous backlog of repair 
and resurfacing needs. 
TRIP says a new road will 
need resurfacing after an 
average of 22 years. Once this 
need begins to show, 
deterioration accelerates, 
and if resurfacing and re- 
newal work are not done 
within four years, costly re- 
construction is necessary to 
restore the road to full serv- 
iceability. If resurfacing is 
maintained on schedule, a 
road can be kept in service 
almost indefinitely. 
Resurfacing is only part of 
the continuing task of high- 
way improvement. The 
Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration estimates safety 
benefits resulting from re- 
pairs made between 1956 and 
1976 have prevented 131,000 
deaths and 3.3 million in- 
juries. Included in these im- 
provements are wider lanes, 
modern barrier systems, 
gentler curves and grades, 
and skid-resistant pavement 
surface for better traction. 


Car thefts continue to 
plague thousands of Ameri- 
cans. It appears that they 
may reach the million car 
level when final 1975 figures 
are in, the Automotive In- 
formation Council reports. 

A spokesman for the 
National Automobile Theft 
Bureau blames the increase 
on the growth of commercial 
rings. Last year, an organiza- 
tion traced to Tampa, Fla., 
was operating in eight states 
with 33 people. Authorities 
confiscated $2 million in 
stolen property — 200 auto- 
mobiles, farm trucks and 
other equipment, and two air- 
planes. 

Many of these cars are 
exported, mostly to Canada 
and Mexico. The rings also 
make a mint selling parts off 
the stolen vehicles. The Theft 
Bureau is pleased with the 
automotive industry for mak- 
ing better trunk locks and a 
more effective ignition lock, 
but it says lot of blame must 
be placed on the motorists, 
who continue to leave the key 
in the ignition or their cars 
unlocked.

Limit legislators’ expense vouchers?

SPRINGFIELD — In the 
midst of the malarkey that 
prevails in the late hours of 
legislative sessions, an idea 
worth considering sometimes 
comes briefly to the fore. 
The trouble is, those ideas 
usually end up tucked away 
and forgotten in the push for 
adjournment 
Such may be the fate of 
oposals advanced by Asst 
Senate Minority Leader 
Howard Mohr of Forest Park 
and his fellow Republican 
Sen. Harber Hall of Bloorn- 
ington.

Hall and Mohr think the 
legislative process would be 
expedited if a limit is 
imposed on how long the law- 
makers can collect their $36- 
adday expense allowances. 

While the lawmakers were 
struggling vainly to ac- 
complish something beyond 
rhetoric, Mohr suggested the 
legislators might be able to 
wrap up their work in the 
future by July 1 if the $36-a- 
day ended on June 30. 

I think we would get some 
people to work in this 
chamber who aren't used to 
working," Mohr said 


Hall has the same ob- 
jective, but he would do it dif- 
ferently. He wants to limit to 
90 the number of days in any 
calendar year that a law- 
maker can collect the 
expense allowance. 

The legislature was in ses- 
sion for 96 days in 1975 and al- 
ready had been in session for 
53 days by early July this 
year in a session that was 
supposed to have been 
limited to budgetary and 
emergency measures. 

The Bloomington law- 
maker hopes to be able to 
convert his idea into reality 


wi the lawmakers return 
Nov. 17 to consider veto over- 
rides. 

Expense allowances are a 
comparatively new wrinkle 
in the Illinois legislature. 
They first went into effect at 
$32-a-day in 1973. The boost to 
$36 came in 1975 

It may be a small expense 
when compared to the total 
state budget, but it costs 
more to pay the lawmakers’ 
expenses each day than some 
wage-earners make in a year. 

If all legislators are 
present, the daily tab is 
$8,496. That breaks down to

Governor candidate 
Michael J. Howlett, the tool 
with which Daley defused 
Walker’s political ambitions, 
wanders about Southern 
Illinois seeking to repair the 
ravages of Walker’s primary 
knife thrusts. 

Other Walker Statehouse 
nemeses, secretary of state 
candidate Alan J. Dixon, Lt. 
Gov. Neil Hartigan, Senate 
leaders Democratic Cecil A.

Even in the best of circum- 
stances his campaign role 
would be a difficult one. 

How does a lame-duck 
governor, rejected by his own 
party, persuade voters to 
vote for a man he strongly at- 
tacked as a puppet and of 
questionable political 
integrity? Especially since 
some questions he himself 
raised about Howlett remain 
publicly unanswered.

(U.S. Treasury Department) 

The history of America has 
been shaped by the super- 
abundance of land and natural 
resources we have been blessed 
with. 

When the colonies split away 
from Great Britain 200 years 
ago, the difficulties of 
establishing a new nation 
seemed enormous. But the 


opportugities were equally 
immense. 


The expanse of the North 
American continent was there, 
and it’, quickly became 
manifest destiny” that the 
United States would have it all 

The expansion of territory 
that began with the Louisiana 


Purchase continued throughout 
the 1800s. 

It required good diplomacy, 
some fighting, and money. Most 
of all, money 

The millions it took to pur- 
chase Louisiana and Alaska, the 
millions paid to Spain for 
Florida and to Mexico for 
California and the American 
Southwest, all had to be raised 

at least in part — through 
borrowing from the citizens. 

Until the Spanish American 
War and World War One, most 
of this country’s borrowing was 
from the very rich because the 
denominations of Treasury 
securities were out of the reach 
of 99 per cent of the population. 


Beginning in 1898, however, 
and more extensively during 
the First World War, the 
Treasury issued securities 
small enough to be purchased 
by persons with relatively small 
resources. 

These bonds were 
marketable, meaning their 
value fluctuated as economic 
conditions changed. 

Many buyers did not un- 
derstand this, and as a result 
lost money when they found it 
necessary to sell the bonds prior 
to maturity 

This experience did not go 
unnoticed by the Treasury 

When Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry- Morganthau 


Jr. decided to create a security 
to encourage saving in the mid- 
1930s, he made it a registered, 
non-marketable bond that grew 
in value at a fixed , graduated 
rate not dependent on market 
fluctuations 

The resulting Series A 
Savings Bond, issued in 1935, 
could also be replaced if lost, 
stolen, mutilated or destroyed 

Denominations ranged from 
$25 to $1,000, with a purchase 
price of three-quarters of the 
face amount. 

With the approach of World 
War Two, the Treasury decided 
to greatly expand its efforts to 
sell Savings Bonds 

On May 1, 1941, a new Series 


— the E — was issued, and 
called the Defense Bond. 

A large volunteer corps was 
recruited to promote these 
bonds all across the country. 

Rudimentary Payroll Savings 
Plans were set up in some in- 
dustries to enable workers to 
buy the bonds easily and con- 
veniently. 

After Dec. 7, 1941, the 
promotion and sale of the Series 
E Bond went into high gear 

Hundreds of Hollywood stars 
joined many thousands of 
businessmen, bankers, labor 
leaders and ordinary citizens in 
selling bonds to millions of 
Americans. 

Thus began the tradition of 


volunteer involvement that has 
been the hallmark of the bond 
program ever since. 

During the Second World 
War, upwards of $38 billion 
worth of Series E Bonds were 
sold. 

But the E Bond did not end 
with the war. 

The Savings Bonds Program 
continued in the postwar years, 
bringing easy and convenient 
saving to many millions of 
individuals through the ever- 
expanding use of the plan in 
businesses and industry. 

The reasons for the con- 
tinuing popularity of savings 
bonds are not hard to find 

The interest rate is a good one 
— six per cent per annum, when 
held toa five-year maturity (4% 
per cent the first year) 


* There are a number of tax 
advantages which raise the 
effective yield even higher. 

And, of course, they are 
probably the easiest way to 
saye ever invented. 

A one-time decision to allot a 
small amount of money from 
each paycheck to savings bonds 
can result in many bonds in an 
amazing short time. 

As they help individuals and 
families accumulate a nest egg 
of savings, bonds also continue 
to help our country. 

Because savings bonds, on the 
average, are held more than 
twice as long as marketable 
securities, they have become an 
important stabilizing force in 
debt management. 

This saves all Americans 
money, since the savings bond 


portion of the debt — not quite 

one-fifth of the privately-held 
total — does not have to be 
refunded as often, at high rates 
of interest, as the remainder of 
the debt. 

As a result, the place of 
savings bonds in the history of 
government borrowing is 
secure. 

They are an instrument 
unique in the world, helping 
both individuals and govern- 
ment toward a better and more 
stable future. 

They are the bonds for all 
America.

Under the bill, the state is to 
provide approximately 75 per 
cent of the total cost of con- 
struction and interest for civic 
centers in Springfield, Peoria,

Other major cities such as

Gov, Walker signed S.B. 1591 
sponsored by State Sen.

The 
remaining $350,327 will be paid 
to the city to close out the 
project as soon as vouchers are 
received from the) federal 
government, Eisele said. 

According to notices received 
by Mayor Schuler, the ad- 
ditional $42,420 in flood disaster 
funds includes reinstated grants 
for 12 days of dewatering 
operations at $1,785 per day for 
a total of $21,420, and 21 days of 
by-pass pumping at $1,000 per 
day for $21,000. 

The additional $142,810 for 
mobilization and demobilization 
(setting up and removing 
equipment on separate jobs) is 
made up of $118,435 for 
mobilization and $24,375 for 
demobilization, based on 13 
separate job items. 

Costs involved in the sewer 
repair work in the Nameoki 
area represented those paid to 
the Ernest Contracting Co. for 
sewer line repairs under a 
contract with the city between 
July 1974 to July 1975. 

According to an earlier audit 
by the FDAA, city claims for 
reimbursement funds under the 
Flood Disaster Act, a total 
payment of $697,096 to Granite 
City was recommended. 

It was on the basis of this 
audit that Schuler appealed the 
city’s case, maintaining that the 
city was entitled to more 
reimbursements both for 
dewatering and pumping and 
for mobilization and 
demobilization 

The series of breaks in 
Nameoki area sanitary sewer 
lines followed interior flooding 
during the spring of 1973. Since 
that time, a high underground 
water table has resulted in 
additional breaks. The city now 
has more than 16 unrepaired 
sewer breaks of varying extent

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‘First woman 
president is alive’ 


By BETH MOHR 

It will take 25 years or less 
for a wornan to become presi- 
dent, says Maj. Gen. Jeanne 
Holm, USAF, special as- 
sistant to the President for 
women. 

“I think the first woman 
president is alive today, and 
is in her 20s or 30s,” she said 
in an interview. ‘I think she 
will become president by the 
year 2000 or before.”’ 

Men still hold a notable 
lead over women in achieving 
better-paying jobs, according 
to Gen. Holm. “The average 
pay for a full-time working 
woman is 56 per cent of the 
average pay for the full-time 
working man,” she said. 

One of her major goals is to 
identify qualified women and 
encourage them to seek top- 
level jobs and it should help 
close the earning-power gap 
between men and women, she 
says. 

“The number of women in 
the labor force is expanding, 
but the expansion is in lower- 
paying jobs.” 

She presented as one of the 
causes, the number of women 
who take an employment 
break to devote an average of 
10 years to their families, 
which precludes steady ca- 
reer progress. 

Mentioning that only 4 per 
cent of the corporate execu- 
tives in the country are wom- 
en and that there are only 19 
women in Congress, Gen 
Holm estimates that it will 
take another 10 years before 
the gap between the number 
of men and women in high- 
level jobs will begin to close. 

And then, the door to the 
presidency may begin 
gradually to open. 

Gen. Holm rates the need 
for day-care centers for chil- 
dren of working mothers as 
another top priority. She sug- 
gested that answers could 
best be found where the prob- 
lern is felt most strongly, at 
the local level 

(This is in agreement with 
President Ford's veto of the 
congressional bill to provide 
$125 million to help states 
meet new federal standards 
for day-care centers. The 
President's veto has since 
been overridden by the 
House.) 

“We need an approach that 
would allow local govern- 
ments to state what they 
need, establish programs ac- 
cording to their rules and 
then receive federal as- 
sistance.” 


She also believes that most 
of the opposition to the Equal 
Rights Amendment is coming 
from the uninformed. 


“People find things that/ 


they do not understand 
frightening. The issues (of 
the amendment) are hardly 
frightening unless you are 
afraid of taking on full re- 
sponsibilities as a citizen.” 

Gen. Holm said the ERA al- 
ready has had an impact. 

“Congress is passing more 
and more bills that do away 
with discrimination against 
women. These include dis- 
crimination in granting of 
credit, in lending and in edu- 
‘eation."" = 

She added that the impact 
in the services has “been 
dramatic” in giving women 
equal job opportunities with 
men. 

“Part of our responsibili- 
ties as citizens is being able to 
serve in the armed forces on 
an equal basis with men. 

“Women have served side 
by side with men in combat 
areas in every war we have 
ever had. 

“You don’t have to be an in- 
fantryman to serve or to be 
killed."” 

She added a reminder that 
increased opportunities for 
woren in the armed forces 
had an advantageous effect 
on the draft. 

“People don’t appreciate 
that we were able to get rid of 
the draft early because we 
were able to take women into 
the services on a vdlunteer 
basis. The prospects of an- 
other draft also have been ap- 
preciably lessened.”

The private lives 
of public servants

WASHINGTON — “I’m a 
private citizen and I have a 
private life. I’m also a public 
citizen and I have a public 
life. What’s involved here is 
my private life."” 

Those were the defiant 
words of Rep. Frank Horton 
of New York after his recent 
arrest for reckless driving, 
drunk driving and speeding, 
but he could have been speak- 
ing for public officials every- 
where who have been having 
problems with their private 
lives. 

Are public officials entitled 
to private lives? And must 
those lives always be of the 
most exemplary caliber? 

Obviously, the vast major- 
ity lead very private lives. 
We have no idea how they 
spend their evenings, week- 
ends and vacations. Only 
when they run for president, 
get arrested or are exposed 
by the press are they dropped 
into a goldfish bowl. 

But whether thrust (will- 
ingly or unwillingly) into the 
limelight or left alone in the 
ranks of the nearly anony- 
mous, most public officials 
would insist that they have a 
right to private lives. 

Most today view them- 
selves as professionals with 
tough jobs to do. 

They. give these jobs long 
hours, but fewer accept the 
concept that the job auto- 
matically owns them 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week. 

However, whether they like 
it or not, they invite assess- 
ment of their private lives not 
so much because they are 
paid with our tax dollars, but 
because they so often take 
upon themselves the mantle 
of moral leadership. 

They legislate and admin- 
ister rules of proper conduct 
for the masses. Members of 
Congress often lecture wit- 
nesses at hearings on the dif- 
ference between right and 
wrong. Presidents and other 
officials call uppn the public 
to make sacrifites. 

Yet too often their policies 
for the public are not prac- 
ticed in their private lives. 
Some might call it hypocrisy. 

The way a public official 
behaves in private also tells 
us something about his sense 
of values and judgment, but it 
is not always an accurate 
gauge of his public capabili- 
ties. 

Just as a professional foot- 
ball player may be the best on 
the field and still smoke ciga- 
rettes, drink whisky and 
chase women off the field, so 
may a politician do a good job 
at legislation while leading a 


private life that raises eye- 
brows. 

While everyone's eyebrows 
aren’t inspired to rise by the 
same things, nevertheless 
each of us has his own stand- 
ard of acceptable conduct for 
persons in public office 
(schoolteachers and judges, 
among others, are included 
here). 

But times change. Remem- 
ber when divorce, errant 
children or psychiatric treat- 
ment..were automatically 
fatal to a politician? Today, 
Robert Leggett, the Califor- 
nia congressman who has 
been revealed by the press as 
maintaining a secret second 
family, is likely to be re- 
elécted this fall, according to 
a newspaper survey of public 
opinion in his district. 

The Legget case is illumi- 
nating. As dumb or immoral 
as his expensive private life 
may seem to most of us, this 
veteran congressman is ex- 
cellent at the job he is paid to 
do. His constituents get more 
high-quality hard work out of 
him than the majority of citi- 
zens get from their repre- 
sentatives. 

Historians generally agree 
that the nation got its mon- 
ey’s worth from FDR, who 
was paid to run the executive 
branch of the government for 
many eventful years. Does 
his subsequently revealed af- 
fairs with his wife’s social 
secretary diminish his record 
of accomplishments? 

Billy Graham says the 
clergy should be first in set- 
ting a high moral example 
and public officials a close 
second. But has anyone asked * 
the officials how they view 
their roles? Lately, they 
seem to be trying to tell us 
something.

The incredible structure 
and function of the heart 
makes it the most vital and 
complicated organ in our 
body. Its malfunction causes 
the greatest number of 
deaths and its care is con- 
stantly being studied and re- 

$ searched 

+ Of all the influences, diet is 
probably the greatest single 
factor in both preventing and 
controlling heart problems. 

There is no one damaging 
food, nor is there one magic 
cure-all. Innumberable 
factors may be responsible 
for ‘the development of 
cardiac diseases. The current 
most often recognized con- 
tributors are diet, stress, 
obesity, cigarette smoking 
and heredity 

You cannot change your 
ancestors, but all other 
factors can be controlled, 
changed or modified. It is 
interesting to note that they 
are all concerned with the 
development of detrimental 
habits. 

Overeating often develops 
in childhood and will continue 
for a lifetime unless steps are 
taken to correct and control 
its disastrous effects. Today, 
we know, it is a matter far 
more complicated than 
merely counting calories 
The biochemical effect of 
specific foods and the 
amounts eaten are of prime 
importance. 

The American Heart As- 
sociation recommends the 
following 6 point program to 
help your heart health: 

1. Achieve and maintain 
ideal body weight 

2. Reduce total saturated 
fat to 10 per cent, and total fat 
calories to 35 per cent of diet 
calorie intake 

3. Increase polyunsat- 
urated fat to 10 per cent. 

4. Reduce daily cholesterol 
intake to 300 mg. 

5. Avoid excessive use of 
refined sugars 

6. Avoid excessive salt 
intake. 

To 


relate these recom- 


mendations to the actual diet, 
the following food intakes 
should be incorporated with 
your eating schedule: 

1. Include chicken, turkey, 
fish and veal in your menus at 
least three times each week. 

2. Limit saturated fat-bear- 
ing meats to 46 oz. servings 
not more than four times 
each week. 

3. Limit all organ meats — 
liver, heart, kidneys, as well 
as shrimp and abalone. 

4. Limit egg yolks (includ- 
ing those used in cooking) to 
three per week. 

5. Use skimmed or low fat 
milk and cheese. 

6. Replace butter and solid 
cooking fats with soft 
vegetable oil margarine 

7. Avoid excessive salt and 
MSG (monosodium gluta- 
mate) — use herbs and spices 
instead. Lemon is a good salt 
substitute. 

8. Avoid excessive refined 
sugar by limiting your 
desserts to fruits instead of 
pies, cakes and other rich, 
sugary servings 

Think before you make a 
menu selection or take an 
item on your plate. You may 
find itnecessary to make only 
minor adjustments in your 
eating to benefit your heart's 
health. It's worth a try

corn oil in salad dressings 
rather than the ‘low calorie”’ 
kinds?

I recommend corn oil be- 
cause it is high in poly- 
unsaturates and fat-soluble 
vitamins.

Emotional factors are of 
course very often expressed 
through nasal symptoms 
particularly in people 
programmed at an early age 
by being constantly told they 
have colds and runny noses 
all the time.

The board of the Tri-City 
Regional Port District at its 
meeting Monday evening 
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reported unprecedented ton 
nage for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1976. 

During the year, 1,400,000 tons 
were handled at terminal 
facilities at the port. This 
represents an increase of 126 
per cent from the 1974-75 fiscal 
year total of 619,000 tons 

Transportation activities at 
the port during this period in- 
cluded 15,500 rail cars in and 
out, 4,400 truck movements and 
1,170 barges. 

Terminal facilities at the Port 
are operated by Apex Oil Co 
Bulk Service Corp., Granite 
City Steel Division of National 
Steel Corp. and Granite City 
Terminals Corp 

Apex Oil Co. operates a bulk 
liquid terminal handling such 
products as fuel oils for local 
industry, liquid fertilizer, 
chemicals and food oils. Apex, 
through recent expansion, now 
has 27,000,000 gallons of liquid 
storage at the local port 

Bulk Service Corp., with 
corporate offices at the port, 
operates a dry bulk terminal for 
transhipping of agricultural 
products, fertilizers and 
minerals. Bulk Service showed 
a 40 per cent increase in ton- 
nage, with volume exceeding 
900,000 tons 

Granite City Steel operates a 
river terminal for shipping the 
company's products by water. 
Granite City Steel shipped 
200,000 tons of products during 
the year. 

The Granite City Steel dock 
was purchased by the Tri-City 
Port District from the Bi-State 
Development Agency in 1975. 

Granite City Terminals Corp., 
a subsidiary of St. Louis Ter- 
minal Corp.. operates a general 
cargo and dry bulk terminal at 
the port 

The terminal handles such 
products as steel, newsprint, 
fertilizer, petroleum coke 
metal ores, and a variety of 
other products. 

The Granite City Terminals 
dock, also purchased from the 
Bi-State Development Agency, 
transhipped 243,000 tons during 
the year 

Twenty-four-hour-a-day 
harbor tug and fleeting services 
are provided by Art's Fleeting 
Service. 

The Illinois Terminal 
Railroad is the port's serving 
rail carrier.

As. contemporary as 
November nonsense" at 
football playoff time and as 
traditional as “March madness’ 
generated during the state 
basketball tournament, the 73. 
year-old Hlinois High School 
Association (THSA) continues to 
serve the young people at- 
tending the state’s secondary 
schools. 

Many described it as a 
vigorous, healthy represen- 
tative democracy. Others urge 
an even greater voice for 
member schools. 

Since 1898, when the idea of a 
statewide activities 
organization was informally 
developed by high school 
principals — and since 1903, 
when it was firmly established 
statewide to strengthen and 
unify the leadership of Ilinois’ 
infant interscholastic activities 
program — it has been the 
responsibility of the association 
to provide activities and ser 
vices to enrich the educational 
experiences of high school 
students throughout Tllinois 

Participation in in 
terscholastic activities is 
considered a privilege unique to 
young people in Americar 
education 

Schools have long provided 
opportunity for young people to 
participate .in them because 
educators firmly believe such 
activities — properly ad 
ministered and fiscally 
responsible offer students 
significant learning © ex 
periences that cannot be 
duplicated elsewhere in the 
educational system 

School people, students and 
parents have long recognized 
and endorsed the role of the 
IHSA — a non-profit, volun 
organization composed of 
Illinois high schools 
represented by their principals 

in providing supervision and 
control of the inter-scholastic 
activities (athletic and non 
athletic) in which the state's 
secondary schools engage 

Membership in the IHSA is 
open to all high schools 
recognized by the Illinois Office 
of Education.

If a boy can be named Sue, how 
about a halfback named Linda? 


Contrary to popular belief, 
the leading ground gainer in 
professional football today is 
not Franco Harris or O. J. 
Simpson — it is petite, attrac- 
tive Linda Jefferson. 

As a halfback for the unde- 
feated Toledo Troopers of the 
National Women’s Football 
League, the 5-foot-4, 125- 
pound athlete has four 1,000- 
yard seasons to her credit. 
Her average of four yards per 
carry surpasses even O. J.'s 
record. 

Linda, 21, is currently asso- 
ciated with a program called 
“Drop-In” for which she 
travels to schools and youth 
organizations throughout the 
country 

Sponsored by Owens-Corn- 
ing Fiberglass Corp., Drop-In 
was established eight years 
ago to encourage preteen and 
teen-age boys and girls to 
participate in sports and to 
stay in school. Such male 
gridiron veterans as Dick 
Butkus, Ben Davidson and 
John Hadl have been partici- 
pants. 

A product of an inner-city 
ghetto Linda said she talks 
mostly to youths who have 
backgrounds similar to hers. 

‘L try to make them under- 
stand that you don’t have to 
have a lot of money to be able 
to climb to the top, and that 
you won't get anywhere with- 
out self-sacrifice and hard 
work," she said in an inter- 
view 

Linda came to realize the 
importance of such virtuous 
activities at an early point in 
ber life, she said, when one 


day she proclaimed em- 
phatically to her mother that 
she was going to get some- 
place and “be somebody.’” 

“T knew I would need to get 
a good education to make my 
dreams come true,” she rea- 
soned. But when she became 
a high school freshman she 
almost forgot her worthwhile 
plans, 

“‘T spent a lot of time social- 
izing and goofing off and I 
even toyed with the idea of 
quitting school. I think just 
about. everybody thinks of 
dropping out at one time or 
another."” 

The turning point of Linda's 
life came in the middle of her 
high school career, she said, 
when she read the autobiog- 
raphy of Althea Gibson, the 
first black woman tennis 
player to win at Wimbledon. 

“She grew up in the midst 
of poverty,-same as I did,” 
said Linda. “Now she is com- 
missioner of all athletics in 
New Jersey. Her story was a 
real inspiration to me.” 

In the thralldom of inspira- 
tion, Linda went on to finish 
high school and enroll at the 
University of Toledo. She is 
now a sophomore studying 
environmental health. To pay 
for her schooling she works 
from 2 to 6 a.m., five days a 
week as a truck window 
washer for United Parcel 
Service. 

When Linda at age 11 de- 
cided to join her home town 
Toledo, Ohio, summer recre- 
ation program, she had no 
lofty ambitions or motives 
apart from wanting “a

chance to get out and run and 
be active.” 

From the start she was an 
all-around athlete. As a pre- 
teen she played on city soft- 

\ ball and track teams; in high 
school she excelled in track 
and softball and was a mem- 
ber of the all-city basketball 
squad. Since her graduation 
she has played on all-star and 
championship basketball and 
softball teams. 

Seeking the challenge of a 
new sport, Linda tried out for 
the year-old Troopers at the 
end of 1972, She made the 
team, but in the backfield. 

“T almost dropped out after 
the first practice. I got 
knocked around so much I 
said to myself, ‘I don’t have 
to take this.’ 

“But then I decided I 
wasn’t going to let it beat me. 

“I did let something beat 
me once — chess. It was too 
cerebral. I stuck with foot- 
ball, though, and now I think 
it’s worth the punishment.” 

At present, four male 
coaches call plays for the 
Troopers from the sidelines 
because “women aren't yet 
as educated as men” in such 
matters, believes Linda. But 
she sees women taking over

Meanwhile, the Cougars 
resumed practice sessions last 
night in drills starting at 6:30 
because mast of the SIUE

Guelker stressed that all 
games in the tourney were 
“exhibition contests and didn’t 
count on our season record.

Olympic masquerade — foreign

MONTREAL — It's the 
common thread that ran 
through the entire fabric of 
the Olympic Games, the one 
theme that continued to pop 
up, the one factor that no 
longer can be overlooked. 

These aren't amateur 
athletes competing anymore. 
They're pros. 

Let’s admit it and get it out 
in the open. Let’s clue in the 
stubborn, naive, outdated 
members of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee who refuse to be- 
lieve it. Let's get rid of all this 
hypocrisy once and for all. 

The gold medal winners 
from other countries are pro- 
fessionals. 

The East German swim- 
mers like Kornelia Ender, the 
magnificent Cubans like 
Alberto Juantorena and 
Teofilo Stevenson, the 
massive Russian weight 
stars, they're all paid to train 
and become champions. 

They have no other jobs. 
They don’t punch a clock at a 
factory or drive a sanitation 
truck from 9 to 5 or teach 
physical education at some 
high school. 

They’re paid to compete 
and their coaches are paid to 
see they improve. And the re- 
sults of their collaborations 
have been flashing on huge 
electronic scoreboards all 
over Montreal these last two 
weeks. 

The rest of the world has 
not only caught up, it’s start- 
ing to pass America. It’s not 
only Russia collecting more 
medals than the United 
States in this XXI Olympiad, 
it’s East Germany, as well. 

By 1980, it could be a half 
dozen more. 

So what it amounts to for 
America is a choice. Does the 
United States want to go on 
fooling itself? Does it want to 
continue masquerading in 
this watered down attempt at 
Olympic purity and amateur 
idealism? 


Or does it want to get back 
in the race? 

It’s time to 
America. 

The natural ability of 
athletes in our country isn’t 
enough anymore. Our system 
is outdated. We are tech- 
nically behind the precise, 
heavily financed athletic 
factories in Russia and

Germany: and maybe Cuba, 


any observers, including 
this one, would love to see 
nationalism somehow re- 
moved from Olympic 
competition. Raise a common 
flag for brotherhood and 
friendship, instead of flags 
denoting each separate 
country and each separate 
philosophy. 

Make the Games center on 
athletics, not politics. 

But, sadly, that theory is 
even more idealistic and im- 
practical than the one em- 
braced py the ignorant 
leaders of the USOC. 

So now the other countries 
are moving ahead and we’re 
moving in the opposite 
direction. Our athletes are 
understandably frustrated 
and upset. Even the few 
who've won gold medals this 
time have spoken up. 

Mac Wilkins told it like it is. 
Only many people didn’t want 
to hear it. 

Arnie Robinson, the long 
jumper who won the precious 
gold he’s been chasing for 
eight years, brought it up 
again. 

“You have to realize a lot of 
us are amateurs competing 
against professionals,” he 
said. 

“I think this country is 
wealthy enough to support 
the five or six best athletes in 
each event. 

“That's what we have to do 
or we won’t win half as many 
medals in Moscow as we've 
won here.”” 

Stevenson, the Cuban 
heavyweight who demolished 
America’s John Tate in one 
round in the semifinals, said 
he would never turn pro be- 
cause he wants to remain an 
athlete. And the only athletes 
are amateurs. 

That’s easy for him to say, 
when Fidel Castro pays him 
to box 12 months a year. He's 
about as much an amateur as 
Luis Tiant.

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Professor recalls giving flying - 
instructions to Chas. Lindbergh 


By Tommye Walter 

There aren't many pilots 
around who can boast 
that they have given fly- 
ing instructions to the 
late aviator-ace, Charles 
A. Lindbergh. James A. 
Bridwell, assistant profes- 
sor of earth sciences and 
planning at Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, could, but 
he won't 

For those too young to 
remember, __ Lindbergh 
made the first solo nonstop 
transatlantic flight way 
back in 1927. However, it 
was 25° years after his 
initial transoceanic flight 
that **Lindy’ asked 
Bridwell to acquaint him 
with the controls of the 
aircraft being flown by 
Bridwell. The year was 
approximately i952 and 
the two men were on a 
plane flying from the west 
coast to the nation’s 
capital in Washington, 
D.C. 

Because of bad weather, 
the plane had to let down 
in Colorado Springs. On 
the ride into town, Lind- 
bergh commented on mod- 


ern flying techniques and 
expressed a desire to fly 
the newer craft. ‘Would 
you consider giving me 
flying instructions on the 
trip to Washington?” he 
asked Bridwell, who was 
then an executive pilot in 
the U.S. Army Air Corps. 
Bridwell would and he 
did. ‘‘It was obvious 
Lindbergh was a_ good 
pilot,’’ Bridwell said, not- 
ing the ease in which 
Lindbergh mastered the 
controls. Lindbergh was 
about 50 years old at the 
time, Bridwell said. 
Lindbergh is only one 
of many notables who 
Bridwell ferried back and 
forth across the country 
as well as across the seas 
during World War II 
Names of world-famous 
generals roll off his tongue 
as naturally as though he 
were speaking about the 
neighbors on his street— 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Curtis LeMay, A. A. 
Vandegrift, Carl A. Spaatz, 
James H. Doolittle, Mark 
W. Clark, and Matt 
Ridgeway, to name a few.

Gold stocks drop 


like lead

“He that is down need fear 
no fall,” wrote John Bunyan 
back in 1673, and his words 
were as false then as they are 
today 


But today the stockbrokers 
word it a little differently 
“This stock has no downside 
risk,” they say, or ‘“The mar- 
ket has put a floor under this 
security at...” 

Of course, pay no attention 
In the 1970’s bear markets, it 
is an everyday occurrence for 
stocks to crash through 
floors; some of them don’t 
even pause at cellar floors. 

Witness the kaffirs — the 
South African gold stocks 
that were strumming their 
harps in the stratosphere 
back in 1974 when the rest of 
the market burrowed deeper 
and deeper. 

Well, between then and 
now, the market grew like 
Topsy and the kaffirs grew 
like Turvy — a rather scurvy 
Turvy, too, to hear some of 
the bears tell it. 

On July 21, Wall Street’s 
Merrill Lynch published its 
weekly ranking of 120 stock 
categories — and there at the 
bottom of the list, No. 120, is 
gold mining. Adding a 
gratuitous insult, Merrill 
Lynch points out that not only 
do the stocks occupy the bot- 
tom rung, they went from No. 
90 to 120 in five short weeks, 
meriting Merrill Lynch's 
“Greatest Deterioration’’ 
award 

That’s like being cited as 
Rottenest Apple at the Bot- 
tom of the Barrel or being 
chosen as Least Informed 
Know-Nothing 

As gold collapsed, so did 
the kaffirs. The Financial 
Times’ Gold Mines index 
plummeted from 442.3 to 
around 120. Other gold in- 
dexes are down about 75 per 
cent. 

Verily, South Africa has 
double-trouble redoubled 
falling gold bujlion prices, ra- 
cial problems in the mines, 
scorn from former political 
allies. 

“Because of the turbulent 
social-political background, 


balloon 


the kaffirs are no longer in- 
vestment grade,” said Rich- 
ard Russell, who writes Dow 
Theory Letters, With workers 
demanding higher wages 
while gold’s price falls, some 
mines will get caught in the 
squeeze and be forced to 
close 

“The stocks are too risky 
now for the average inves- 
tor,’ said Russell in an inter- 
view, although at today’s bat- 
tered prices many kaffirs are 
yielding 15 per cent or so. 

Even with Arthur Burns of 
the Fed ‘having second 
thoughts’’ about the gold as- 
sault he helped engineer, 
Russell said, ‘Gold is a play 
against the U.S. economy and 
dollar, Buy gold when they're 
weak. But right now, the 
United States is the strongest 
economy in the world.”” 

Some folks should have a 
disaster hedge, he said — but 
he would prefer gold coins, 
not stocks. 

But there is another view, 
too. ‘‘Buy when blood runs in 
the streets,” said Mark 
Nobel, quoting a Rothschild 
Although he’s a coin dealer, 
he thinks the kaffirs are good 
speculations for some people 

As two other progold ana- 
lysts said in interviews, it's 
important to buy quality 
mines. Indeed, some mines 
can’t even extract gold prof- 
itably at today’s prices 

C. Austin Barker of Wall 
Street's Hornblower & 
Weeks, Hemphill Noyes be- 
lieves gold can absorb all the 
problems — selling by the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund 
(IMF) and by the Russians, 
as well as all the political hos- 
tility. Besides, he said, 
“Many gold investors buy 
when everyone else is sell- 
ing.”’ 

He would still buy the 
stocks of the mines which can 
produce at the lowest cost. 
These are, by his calcula- 
tions, West Driefontein, East 
Driefontein, Free State Ge- 
duld, St. Helena, Randfon- 
tein, Western Holdings, Pres- 
ident Brand, Blyvooruitzicht 
and Western Deep Levels. Of 
these, Randfontein has the 
“strongest play in uranium,” 
he said.

was a senator, Herbert 
Hoover, Alben Barkley, 
and Field Marshall Bernard 
Montgomery in and out 
of Washington. He has had 
aboard his craft, members 
of the United Nations 
delegation, including 
Eleanor Roosevelt. 

The executive pilot took 
members of the Atomic 
Commission on the first 
orientation flight around 
the country. With atomic 
secrets on board, the plane 
developed extreme icing 
conditions while flying over 
the Sierra mountains in 
Nevada. For awhile, there 
were some scary moments, 
but the flight ended 
safely. 

Bob Hope, Gary Moore, 
Shirley Temple, and Hedda 
Hopper are among the 
Hollywood celebrities who 
have flown with the pilot. 
The stars were entertaining 
troops at military instal- 
lations in the U.S. 

Bob Hope’s entourage 
required two _ planes 
Bridwell was the pilot of 
one of the planes. Coming 
down onto the runway at 
Fort Ord, Calif., the other 
pilot made a rough landing. 

At departure time, Hope 
discovered all of the pas 
sengers lined up beside 
Bridwell’s plane. It was 
Hope who encouraged the 
passengers that the other 
plane was perfectly safe. 

‘Non-fliers rate a pilot 
by the way he gets his 
plane on the ground,” 
Bridwell said. ‘Enroute 
he may have done an excel- 
lent job, but it’s getting 
it on the ground that 
counts,"’ he said 

According to Bridwell, 
Hope was always on stage. 
Enroute he kept the troupe 
in laughter ‘cracking 
funnies.” “He was quite 
capable of writing his own 
material,” Bridwell said 

Once Hope was flown 
to a military installation 
on a general's plane, 
which was a bit more 
plush than the ordinary 
variety. During the per- 
formance, the plush model 
was pulled off the job and a 
plainer craft was substi- 
tuted. When Hope came 
aboard, he quipped, “Did 
we lose the war?” His 
comment brought down 
the house 

Bridwell comes from a 
generation of fliers that 
knew ‘scarf and goggle” 
flying, when young men 
literally flew “‘by the seat 
of their pants.”’ Bridwell 
contends he has _ flown 
everything from the single- 
engine, open-cockpit 
variety, which he refers to 
as ‘‘Snoopies,"’ to an eight 
engine jet. 

“The era in which I flew 
was the coming-of-age 
period. When World War II 
started, flying was in its 
infancy,” Bridwell said 
Trips across the Atlantic 
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Ocean weré made in a hop, 
skip and jump fashion, put- 
ting down wherever pos- 
sible to refuel.. Planes could 
only carry enough fuel to 
stay in the air for eight to 
10 hours. 

Today, when airplanes 
from nearby Lambert 
Field (St. Louis) pass over 
the SIUE campus, Bridwell 
still has a tendency to men- 
tally fly with the pilot until 
the aircraft is out of sight 
and sound. 

He notices if the pilots 
are taking off, making their 
descent, or flying cross- 
country. For a short mo- 
ment, Bridwell is back in 
the cockpit again. But he 
does not yearn for the wild, 
blue yonder. He had a big 
hand in taming it for the 
pilots who came along after 
the war. “I don’t have any- 
thing left to prove,” he 
said.

The garage area is shown at the right with 


Pigeon Key,, Fla. offers 
oceanography experience

Underwater coral reefs and 
shoreline tidal areas around 
Pigeon Key in the Florida Keys 
are providing a unique outdoor 
classroom for a group of 
students from Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville and 
their counterparts from other 
universities. 

For the next two weeks, the 
students will continue to par- 
ticipate in a field course in 
oceanography—earth science 
on Pigeon Key 

Among those taking part in 
the program is William V 
Knapp, the only Granite Cityan 
in the group, who will begin his 
sophomore year at SIUE next 
month. 

He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Knapp, 2521 Roney 
Drive. 

SIUE students from Glen 
Carbon, Belleville, Alton, 
Edwardsville and Wood River 
also are in the group, which 
arrived Aug. 11 in the Keys. Six 
quarter hours of credit may be 
accumulated by those 
satisfactorily completing the 
course 

Instructor for the program is 
Halsey Miller, professor of 
earth science and planning at 
SIU. Miller was awarded the 
Sigma Xi Research Award, 
sponsored by the SIU Foun 
dation, in 1971 

“The Midwest is noticeably 
lacking in oceans," was the 
comment of Laurence 
McAneny, professor of physics 
at SIU, in announcing plans for 
the program earlier this year 
“This course will provide ac- 
cess to an ocean environment,” 
he added. 

Classroom sessions are 
taking place on Pigeon Key, a 
3%4-acre island located between 
the Atlantic Ocean and the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

The small island is crossed by 
the Seven-Mile Bridge, a 
segment of the scenic overseas

highway connecting two of the 
major keys in the chain of 
islands, leading from Miami 
100 miles to the north, and Key 
West, 50 miles to the south. A 
ramp leads from Seven-Mile 
Bridge to Pigeon Key 

The entire area has a base of 
Key Largo limestone, and 
Pigeon Key is a promontory of 
this material with eroded rock 
shores and a covering of 
shallow organic duff 

The key is situated in one of 
the richest of the few areas of 
living coral in the continental 


United States. The reefs contain — 


outcroppings of living corals 
which lie close to the surface; at 
low tide dead patches protrude 

Fauna such as reef fishes and 
reef algae communities offer 
valuable areas for in 
vestigation; the reefs them 
selves furnish a unique op 


portunity for geological studies | 


of.calcification processes 

Eroded rock and mangroves 
along the shoreline offer refuge 
to most of the intertidal rock 
welling invertebrates of the 
West Indian region.

The University of Miami 
operates the tropical 
Environmental Field Station on 
Pigeon Key, where the students 
are being housed and are 
receiving their instruction

During their three-week stay 
on the key, the SIUE students 
will visit’ Pennekamp State 
Park at Key Largo, the first 
underwater state park in the 
nation. The coral reef at the 
park is just off-shore and totally 
preserved, Knapp said. 

The group will be taken by 
boat out to the reef and will be 
able to observe the coral from 
the boat's hull 

Students taking part in the 
course are required to have a 
background in biology, geology, 
related sciences, or an interest 
in oceanography, Prof. Miller 
said.

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Home gardners can grow 
their own fruit plants 


Are: 
Fruits and Vegetables 

Home gardeners can grow 
their own fruit plants if 
propagation material of a 
desired variety is available and 
if the proper technique is used 
at the right time. Healthy, 
disease-free stock is essential 
for best results. 

The qualifications are 
necessary because it is 
generally recommended that 
plants be purchased from a 
good, reputable nursery. Such a 
nursery would have a wide 
choice of varieties, and plants 
that are free from insect and 
disease infection, handled and 
stored under optimum con- 
ditions, and guaranteed to 
grow 

The most common reasons for 
growing your own are for 
inexpensive expansion, to 
perpetuate a variety that 
cannot be purchased, to create 
a multiple variety tree, or the 
satisfaction’ of growing your 
own. 

August and September are 
months adapted to vegetative 
reproduction of many fruit 
plants. Strawberries are 
making runner plants that can 
be transplanted to new locations 
next March or April. Rooting of 
the runners can be encouraged 
by covering the tips with soil. 
Growth will be more rapid and 
vigorous if ample fertilizer and 
moisture are maintained 

Black raspberries and 
thornless blackberries 
reproduce themselves by tip 
layering. This can be en- 
couraged by covering the shoot 


with a little soil anytime during 
the next month. If there is 
plenty of moisture this fall, good 
rooted plants will be made-by 
mid-November for  tran- 
splanting next spring. 

Red raspberries and black- 
berries multiply by suckering 
from the roots. They 
make some new plants this way, 
but if you want more, use a hoe 
or spade to loosen the soil area 
around the plants, and cut a few 
roots in the process. New sucker 
shoots can then be dug for 
transplanting next spring 

Peaches, plums, cherries, 
apricots, pears, apples and nuts 
can all be propagated by 
“pudding” at this time. Bud- 
ding is a form of grafting. It 
consists of inserting a single 
bud of a selected variety (cion) 
into the limb or trunk of the 
host plant (stock). The stock 
can be a seedling or a grafted 
plant. 

If it’s a small seedling, insert 
the bud in the trunk; if a large 
seedling tree or a grafted tree, 
insert the buds in the main 
limbs. Limbs up to three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter 
can be budded successfully, but 
one-quarter to one-half inch 
thick limbs are easier to work. 

Successful budding requires 
that the stock and cion be of the 
same specie, that the bark slip 
on the stock, that the bud of the 
cion is mature, and that in- 
sertion and wrapping are 
properly done. Some follow-up 
work is needed next year. It is a 
simple propagation technique 
for all hobbyist fruit. growers, 
and is described in most 
propagation manuals.

Writings or other 
recorded information main- 
tained by an employee of the 
school for his or her exclusive 
use shall not be considered part 
of the school student record 
provided this information is not 
released and is destroyed not 
later than the student's 
graduation or permanent with:

B. Whenever access to any 
person is granted pursuant to 
paragraph A of this Article, at 
the option of either the parent or 
the school, a 
professional may be present to 
interpretthe information 
contained in the student tem- 
porary record. The qualified 
professional shall be an em- 
ployee of the district unless the 
parent wishes to employ a 
professional at his own expense. 

C. A parent’s or student's 
request to inspect and copy 
records, or to allow a 
specifically designated 
representative to inspect and 
copy records, must be granted 
withMh 15 working days after the 
date of receipt of such request 
by the official records 
custodian. 

D. The school may charge the 
actual cost for the copying of 
school student records or any 
portion of such records, 
provided that such costs shall 
not exceed $.35 per page except 
that no parent or student shall 
be denied a requested copy of 
school student records due to 
inability to bear the cost of such 
copying, 

E. Nothing contained in this 
Article shall make available to 
a parent or student confidential 
letters and statements of 
recommendation furnished in 
connection with applications for 
employment to a post- 
secondary educational in 
stitution or or the receipt of an 
honor or honorary recognition, 
provided such letters and 
statements are not used for 
purposes other than those for 
which they were specifically 
intended, and 

1. were placed in a school 

record prior to January 
or 

2. the student has waived 
access thereto after being 
advised of his right to obtain 
upon request the names of all 
such persons making such 
confidential recommendatons. 

F. Nothing contained in this 
policy shall be construed to 
limit the confidentiality of 

1, Communications otherwise 
protected by law as privileged 
or confidential, including but 
not limited to information, 
communicated in confidence to 
a physician, psychologist or 
other psychotherapist; or 

2. Information which is 
communicated by a student or 
parent in confidence to school 
personnel 


Article V, CHALLENGES 

A. Parents shall have the 
right to challenge the accuracy, 
relevance or propriety of any 
entry in the school student 
records, exclusive of academic 
grades, of their child 

B. The request for a hearing 
shall be submitted in writing to 
the school and shall contain 
notice of the specific entry or 
entries to be challenged and the 
basis of the challenge as 
outlined in paragraph A in this 
Article. 

C. An initial informal con 
ference with the parents, within 
15 working days of the receipt of 
the request, shall be held. If the 
challenge is not resolved by the 
informal conference, formal 
procedures shall be initiated 

D. A hearing officer shall be 
appointed by the superintendent 
or his designee. The hearing 
officer shall be a principal, or 
assistant, of another attendance 
center who has no direct in 
terest in the hearing. The 
hearing officer shall conduct a 
hearing within 15 working days 
after the informal conference, 
unless an extension of time is 
agreed upon by the parents and 
school officials. The hearing 
officer shall notify parents and 
the school officials of the time 
and place of the hearing. At the 


hearing each party shall have . 


the right 

1, to present evidence and to 
call witnesses 

2. to cross-examine wit- 
nesses; and, 

3. to counsel. 

E. A verbatim record of the 
hearing shall be made by a tape 
recorder. A typewritten tran- 
script may be prepared by 
either party in the event of an 
appeal of the hearing officer's 
decision. 

F, The decision of the hearing 
officer shall be rendered no 
later than 10 working days after 
the conclusion of the hearing 
and shall be transmitted im- 
mediately to the parents and 
school district. It shall be one of 
the following: 

1. to retain the challenged 
contents of the student record; 

2. to remove the challenged 
contents of the student record; 
or, 

3. to change, clarify or add to 
the challenged contents of the 
student record. y 

G. Either party shall have the 
right to appeal the decision of

the local hearing officer to the 
Superintendent of the 
Educational Service Region 
within 20 working days after 
such decision is transmitted. If 
the parent appeals, the parent 
shall so inform the school and 
within 10 working days the 
school shall forward a tran- 
script of the hearing, a copy of 
the record entry in question and 
any other pertinent materials to 
the Superintendent of the 
Education Service Region. The 
school may initiate an appeal on 
its own behalf by the same 
procedures. The school shall be 
responsible for implementing 
the decision of the -Superin- 
tendent of the Educational 
Service Region. 

Article VI, 

RELEASE OF INFORMATION 

A. The records of a student 
shall be transferred by the 
records custodian of a school to 
another school in which the 
student has enrolled or intends 
to enroll upon the request of the 
records custodian of the other 
school or the student, provided 
the parent or eligible student 
has signed an 
acknowledgement of the nature 
and substance of the in- 
formation to be transferred and 
had the opportunity to inspect, 
copy and challenge such in- 
formation. If the address of the 
parents is unknown, notice may 
be served upon the records 
custodian of the requesting 
school for transmittal to the 
parents. Such service shall be 
deemed conclusive, and 10 
working days after such ser- 
vice, if the parents make no 
objection, the records may be 
transferred to the requesting 
school. 

B. The school shall grant 
access to information contained 
in school Student records to 
persons authorized or required 
by state or federal law to gain 
such access, provided that 

1. Such person shall provide 
the school with appropriate 
identification and a copy of the 
statute authorizing such ac- 
cess; and, 

2. The parent receives prior 
written notice of the nature and 
substance of the information to 
be released and an opportunity 
to inspect, copy and-or 
challenge such information. If 
this release of information 
relates to more than 25 
students, such prior notice may 
be given in the local newspaper 
directed generally to parents 

C. The school shall grant 
access to, release information 
from, school student records 
without parental consent or 
notification 

1. To an employee or official 
of the school district or the State 
Board of Education, provided 
such employee or official or 
State Board of Education has a 
current demonstrable 
educational or administrative 
interest in the student and the 
records are in futherance of 
such interest 

2. To any person for the 
purpose of research, statistical 
reporting, or planning, provided 
that 

a. Such person has the 
permission of the State 
Superintendent of Education 
and, 

b.No student or parent can be 
identified from the information 
released 
3. Pursuant to a court order, 
provided that the parent shall 
be given prompt written notice 
upon receipt of such order, of 
the terms of the order, the 
nature and substance of the 
information proposed to be 
released in compliance with 
such order and an opportunity 
to inspect and copy the school 
student records and to 
challenge their contents pur- 
suant to Articel V 
4. To appropriate persons if 
the knowledge of such in 
formation is necessary to 
protect the health or safety of 
the student or other persons, 
provided that the parents are 
notified as soon as possible of 
the information released, the 
date of the release, the person, 
agency, or organization 
receiving the information, and 
the purpose of the release. 
Factors to be considered in 
determining whether records 
should be released pursuant to 
this paragraph include 

a. The seriousness of the 
threat to the health or safety 
of the student or other per- 
sons; 

b. The need for such records 
to meet the emergency; 

c. Whether the persons to 
whom such records are 
released are in a position to 
deal with the emergency; 

d. The extent to which time 
is of the essence in dealing 
with the emergency 

D. Any retease of information 
other than specified in 
paragraphs A through C of this 
Article requires the prior, 
specific, dated, written consent 
of the parent designating the 
person to whom such records 
may be released, the reason for 
the release, and the specifi¢ 
records to be released. At the 
time such consent is requested 
or obtained, the school shall 
inform the parents of the 
following rights: 

1. To inspect and copy such 
records; 

2. Tochallenge the contents of 
such records; and, 

3. Tolimit any such consent to 
designated records or

GC undergraduate among 7 
key researchers on enzymes 


Research grants are usually 
reserved for Ph.D’s or ex- 
ceptionally bright graduate 
students at universitites. 

Buta research grant from the 
National Science Foundation 
(NSF), with additional money 
from the Supplemental 
Instructional Program at the 
local university, allows 
promising undergraduate 
students at SIUE also to par- 
ticipate in substantive scientific 
research. 

Seven students in their white 
lab coats often are found bent 
over instruments, feeding in- 
formation into computers or 
watching how enzymes work in 
the “cola room"’ of the Science 
Building and loving every 
minute of it. 

These young scientists are 
four seniors, Todd Price of 
Litchfield, Dave Franklin of 
Collinsville, Brenda Henry of 
St. Ann, Mo., and Dave North of 
Alton; two juniors, John Benitez 
of Litchfield and Marsha Vinson 
of East Alton; and a sophomore, 
Jackie Mudd of Granite City. 

They were selected by the 
SIUE science faculty to be in

dation-Undergraduate Resear- 
ch Participation Project. 

Biology, chemistry, physics 
and medical technology 
students make up the research 
group. The four males and three 
females are participating in this 
interdisciplinary area of 

one of the few areas of 
scientific research in which 
scientists from different fields 
can actively participate. 

Their research is a con 
tinuation of a program begun in 
1972 by Michael S. Matta, 
associate professor of 
chemistry at SIUE. 

Matta’s National Institute of 
Health grant was to study polar 
effects in model substrates of 
chrymotrypsin, an enzyme that 
helps digest proteins. 

Students are primarily 
working with subtilisin 
Carlsberg, which is found in 
bacteria and alpha- 
chrymotrypsin, an enzyme 
found in mammals. 

Both of these enzymes help 
in the digestion of proteins. 

Enzymes are chemical 
substances produced by living 
cells. They are catalysts, 
chemical substances that 
speed up chemical reactions 
without being used up in the 
process. 

These catalysts are necessary 
for the digestion of food, since 
all food must be broken down 
into small molecules so cells 
can absorb it as a source of 
energy or for growth. 

According to Antony C 
Wilbraham, associate professor 
of chemistry at SIUE and one of 
the program advisers, students 
who were selected to par- 
ticipate in the program are 
fortunate. 

“Having been a participant in 
one of these programs is like 
getting a prestigious award in 
itself,"’ he said. 

Rather than getting course 
credit for their work, they are 
paid, just as if they had 
received a research grant. 

The study of enzyme action 
was begun in the summer 
quarter. 

Although this is the first 
research project that involves 
undergraduates as the primary 
researchers, Wilbraham and 
his colleagues hope it won't be 
the last 

“Since Dr. Matta began his 
research in 1972, most par- 
ticipating faculty have given 
service to the project in their 
areas of expertise to ac- 
complish its objectives. Nearly 
a dozen M.S. theses have been 
produced on various aspects of 
the problem, and about as many 


undergraduates have par- 
ticipated in the research, 
Professor Wilbraham said. 

He added that the faculty 
members have worked together 
so-well on the project that they 
make “‘aspects of this project a 
near ideal focal point for 
project-centered undergra‘ 
uate research participation. 

Their system of research has 
been so successful that when the 
SIUE professors applied to the 
NSF for funding for the un- 
dergraduate project, they were 
reluctant to set up strict 
guidelines for students. Instead, 
professors are acting as in- 
dividual advisers for different 
aspects or projects in the 
overall work. 

Chemistry professors serving 
as advisers in the ongoing 
research are: Matta, technical 
coordinator; Wilbraham; 
Charlotte 0. Lee, associate 
professor; Henry D. Drew, 
associate professor; and John 
A. Spencer, assistant professor. 

“Once the student has 
decided upon a project and has 
devised a plan of action in 
consultation with participating 
faculty, he then discusses the 
methods of procedure with a 
faculty member. Insofar as 
possible, the faculty use 
leading question rather than a 
direct question-answer didactic 
format,"’ Wilbraham said. 

This structure is said to 
benefit young researchers in 
many ways. 

One, the student recognizes 
the group-oriented nature of 
research and the need for 
cooperation; he receives the 
best expertise available in a 
particular area. 

He is prevented from relying 
too heavily on the ideas of one 
faculty member, thus en- 
couraging him to think in- 
dependently; the student is 
safeguarded against having his 
project degenerate into 
technician-type data ac- 
quisition for an individual 
professor; and the student is 
largely responsible for his own 
progress. 

During the students’ 40-hour 
work week at SIUE, they 
perform many experiemnts 
with the enzymes subtilisin 
Carlsberg and chrymotrypsin

New law may boost 
production of coal 


During August, both houses of 
Congress have voted to override 
the veto of the Federal Coal 
Leasing Amendments Act (S 
391) 

This bill, which automatically 
became law with the overrid 

the Mineral Leasing 

Act of 1920. Proponents expect it 
to cut down on speculation in 
federal coal lands, increase coal 
production and return 
money to affected states and the 
federal government

production is a provision whi 
requires the company leasing 
federal coal lands to submit an 
operation and reclamation plan 
to the Interior Department 
within three years after 
issuance of the lease. Any lease 
not producing at the end of 10 
years would be revoked

formation centers, new buses, 
modification of existing buses, 
coordination with nonprofit 
organizations servicing the 
elderly and handicapped, hiring 
of a full-time staff specialist, 
and research surveys. 

Reduced-fare eligibility, 
currently restricted to senior 
citizens and the blind, will be 
extended to all riders with 
physical or mental handicaps 

Guided by a 29-member 
Elderly and Handicapped 
Advisory Committee formed by 
Bi-State and the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
in November 1975, Bi-State will 
begin door-to-door ‘demand 
response’’ service, utilizing 
mini-buses equipped with 
wheelchair lifts. 

Baer said other prospective 
equipment improvements in 
volve the provision of new 
passenger shelters and signs, as 
well as. new buses and 
modification of — existing 
vehicles permitting the disabled 
easier access.

Baer said, “represent a blend of 
the most up-to-date proven 
national advances in transit 
technology with programs 
tailored to meet the specific 
needs of the elderly and han- 
dicapped in our two-state 
region. 

“By working closely with the 
Advisory Committee and 
transit and industry experts, we 
feel we are moving toward our 
goal of a more accessible public 
transit system for all.” 

Bi-State, which has lowered 
its fare for blind and elderly 
riders from 25 to 15 cents, will 
begin this fall to transport the 
elderly and all handicapped 
for 10 cents during off-peak 
hours — 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and 
after 6 p.m. weekdays; and 
all Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. 

In addition, the 15-cent 
peak-period fare will now 
apply to all handicapped 
passengers. 

New identification cards for 
the handicapped will be issued, 
and service agencies will be 
authorized to certify their 
clients for card eligibility. Baer 
said that specific details on this 
program will be forthcoming in 
the near future. 

Later this year, a 
“demand response" 
will be instituted in the 
University _City-Clayton-Ric- 
hmond Heights area, using 
funds to be received from St 
Louis County 

Baer noted that some bus 
lines have been rerouted where 
appropriate to improve service

to elderly or handicapped 
residential, employment and 
activity centers. 

In a move to provide 
greater bus accessibility to 
elderly and handicapped 
persons, the Bi-State Agency 
is ordering 200 new buses with 
a special ‘kneeling’ feature 
which lowers and raises the 
front entrance steps by five 
inches. 

Passenger seats in these 
vehicles will be arranged to 
give increased leg and head 
room. 2 

While bus manufacturers 
are experimenting with 
vehicles which would have 
wheelchair lifts and stalls, 
wider doors and lower steps, 
there are presently no new 
transit buses equipped with 
these features being mass 
produced. 

“Nevertheless, Bi-State has 
included options for these 
special features in its bid 
specifications for new buses,” 
Baer said 4 

“We hope that Bi-State’s 
order will prove an inducement 
for bus manufacturers to 
produce vehicles with these 
features as rapidly as 
possible. 

Bi-State, using its own 
maintenance personnel, also 
plans to install hydraulic 
wheelchair lifts, wheelchair 
stalls and wider ddors in some 
of the 900 buses in its current 
fleet 

These vehicles will serve 
neighborhoods that have high 
concentrations of elderly

Bi-State has approved a 
number of recent applications 
by nonprofit area groups to 
purchase special vans for 
transporting elderly and 
handicapped persons. The 
agency is working with more 
than 40 different groups to 
promote joint transit planning. 

A four-year Bi-State project 
to construct 1,245 passenger 
shelters in the two-state region 
will place many of the struc- 
tures adjacent to senior citizen 
or handicapped employment 
and residential centers. 

Under a pending capital 
grant, Bi-State also plans to 
purchase and install 100 in- 
formation display panels which 
will have specially designed 
features for use by blind and 
disabled persons. 

In addition, signs requesting 
voluntary cooperation so that 
elderly or handicapped riders 
may have priority for certain 
seats will be installed on all 
buses this fall. 

Bi-State will soon hire a full- 
time specialist to plan ad- 
ditional handicapped and senior 
citizen services. 

The agency will also com- 
plete, in cooperation with the

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Education, business schools 
moving into 2 new buildings 


Two “schools of thought” are 
moving into new buildings at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville 

The Schools of Business and 
Education will be moving into 
their new and long-awaited 
quarters this fall 

The two buildings have been 
yearned for since before the fall 
of 1970 when an enrollment of 
over 13,000 students filled the 
other campus buildings to more 
than capacity 

The new buildings will give 
added classroom and office 
space to the two largest schools 
at SIUE 

Even though the move into 
new buildings is being 
‘celebrated, the deans of the 


schools admit they are readying 
themselves for some shock. 

Dean David J. Werner of the 
School of Business, which has 
an enrollment of about 300 
graduate students and 1,800 
undergraduates, says this is the 
first time the faculty will have 
individual offices. 

Previously, the faculty was 
located in one large room in the 
University Center, with office 
areas partitioned off by filing 
cabinets and bulletin boards. 

In the new buildings there will 
be more space for laboratory 
courses, some computer ter- 
minals and a remote job entry 
station for the MICC (Mid 
Illinois Computer Cooperative),

“There is a certain amount of

Venice school lunches ‘State Park police unit reorganized 
to cost slightly more 


Venice pupils above the third 
grade level will pay a slightly 
higher cost for school lunches 
during the 1976-77 school year, it 
was decided at Monday's 
meeting of the Venice Board of 
Education. 

Prices of lunches in the 
district have remained the 
same for several years. All 
Venice students have paid 35 
cents each in the past 

Venice Supt. of Schools 
Robert Vickers said the school 
lunch program lost a “little in 
excess of $1,000 last school 
year.” 

The increased prices, 
hoepfully, will absorb the 
higher cost of food items and 
wages, without imposing a 
hardship on families, he said. 

Venice School District also 
has a comprehensive free lunch 
program for children meeting 
specific guidelines. 

In asking the board's opinion 
on raising the cost of lunches, 
Vickers said, “It seems unfair 
to ask a first grade pupil to pay 
the same cost as a high school 
student."’ He recommended the 
following increases which were 
approved by the board: 

First through third grade 
pupils will pay 35 cents (same) 
fourth through eighth grades, 40 
cents: and ninth through twelfth 
grades, 45 cents. 

Adults purchasing lunches at 


the school will be required to 
pay 60 cents, according to the 
new price figures, as a 15-cent 
difference between the student 
and adult rate is necessary 
under state statutes, Vickers 
said - 

Madison pupils currently are 
paying 40, 45 and 50 cents for 
lunches at the three grade 
levels, it was reported

Eight volunteers have applied 
with the Madison County 
Sheriff's Department for 
schooling to certify them as 
supervisors of safety and allow 
them to reactivate the State 
Park Special Police, the 
Nameoki Town Board of 
Auditors was told Monday 
night. 

The inactive department had 
been given an ultimatum by the 
township to reorganize by Aug 
15 or lose a police car, uniforms, 
radio equipment and .other 
items purchased with a federal 
revenue sharing grant from the 
township 

Madison County Board 
Member Homer Boothman of 
State Park Place, told the board 
Monday night that every at 
tempt is being made to reac 
tivate the department, which 
should be operational as soon as 
the new volunteers are trained 

A shortage of men after 
several quit in a political 
disagreement was the primary 
reason the department has not 
been operational in recent 
months, Boothman explained. A 
reorganization meeting of the 
department was held Tuesday 

The township last month 
issued the ultimatum, saying 
the squad car, uniforms and 
other equipment would be given 
to a proposéd Nameoki Area 
Volunteer Police unit, serving 
Nameoki Precincts 3, 5 and 11, 
unless State Park could show 
they will use the equipmenmt 

After discussing the issue 
with Boothman Monday night, 
the board voted to table any 
action on the issue until the next 
meeting Sept. 6 

A $9,600 grant has been 
earmarked for similar equip- 
ment for the Nameoki police 
unit, but the board has withheld 
bidding on equipment for that 


proposed department, pending 
determination of the future of 
the State Park unit. 

‘The grant to the Nameoki unit 
was challenged by township 
residents who cited laws 
prohibiting grants to not-for- 
profit organizations in existence 
for less than one year. 

The township's attorney, H 
Carl Runge issued a legal 
opinion which was read Monday 
night that the grant could be 
offered after Sept. 1, since the 
Nameoki volunteers first met as 
a community service 
organization prior to Sept. 1, 
1975, and had started their 
training with the sheriff's 
department prior to that date. 

Grants also may be made to 
community service 
organizations in existence more 
than one year, Runge said in his 
opinion. 

In other business, the town 
board received the report from 
the Oliver W. Schneider cer- 
tified auditing firm of Clayton, 
Mo., on the audit of the town- 
ship’s 1974-75 fiscal year books. 

The report showed no 
irregularities in any of the 
township's regular or highway 
accounts and no suggestions 
were contained in the report 

The town board was given 
until the next meeting to read 
the audit reports prior to ap- 
proving them. The $1,900 bill for 
the audit also was approved for 
payment. 

The board approved the 
recommendations of the finance 
committee and awarded con- 
tracts for repairing the roof of 
the township garage and for 
paving the parking area in front 
of the town hall and highway 
garage.

Suit filed in 
school ‘debt’ 


payment issue 


The Tllinois Education 
Association is suing the State 
School Board to force that body 
to prevent State Superintendent 
of Education Joseph’ Cronin 
from “penalizing suburban- 
outstate schoo! districts by 
giving Chicago three years to 
pay a $53.23 million bill it owes 
the state for not keeping its 
school doors open the required 
number of days during the 1975- 
76 school year.”” 

Woody Lee, IEA president, 
said the action was not a “‘slap 
at Chicago, but rather a move 
for fairness and equity in the 
distribution of tight, state aid 
funds. Cronin has told the 
Chicago schools that they can 
can pay their penalty at $17.5 
million per year over a three- 
year period,”” Lee said 

“If that pay back schedule is 
allowed to occur, suburban- 
outstate schools will suffer a 
$35.73 million loss in aid during 
the 1976-77 school year and a 
$17.5 million loss during the 
1977-78 school year. In other 
words," Lee explained, “the 
superintendent is allowing one 
school district to not live up to 
the letter of the law, while 
penalizing all those who did 

Lee indicated the TEA acti 
in the form of a mandamus calls 


for Cronin to deduct the full one 
per cent penalty this year. “Any 
other act by the superintendent 
regarding ‘the Chicago situation 
would be unfair and completely 
inconsistent with the intent of 
the law and, frankly, we've had 
it with the superintendent's 
inconsistencies,” Lee added. 


The state association leader 
clarified the organization's 
position, stressing that IEA 
lobbyists had . supported 
reduction of the Chicago 
penalty in HB 3918 to 1-176 
which would reduce the penalty 
by $24 million instead of $53 
million and not cost outstate 
schools money. 

‘However,’ Lee said, 
“Governor Walker's vetoes of 
that bill and SB 1712 have left us 
with Chicago facing the full 
penalty and Cronin’s 
inequitable method of acquiring 
it. The Walker vetoes and 
Cronin’s muddle have created a 
situation that could well 
prevent the opening of many 
suburban-outstate schools 
during the next few weeks,” Lee 
said. “Our action is designed to 
equalize the fiscal mess we're 
all facing,” Lee emphasized. 

The law must be applied to all 
and favor no single district."

“There is a substaritial need

“Whether it is more 
economical to rehabilitate the 
existing structure or build a 
new one is a question that 
cannot be answered until 
pending federal government 
studies are completed 

“Whatever the ultimate 
conclusion on construction, we 
cannot approve of any plan 
which would have an adverse 
impact on our railroad system 
Realistic user fees for barge 
operators appear to be the best 
answer. 

“But whatever method is 
used to maintain a competitive 
balance, no facility can be 
approved if it threatens to 
bankrupt our railroads. 

“The Army Corps of 
Engineers should not be per- 
mitted to dredge the so-called 
12-foot channel. This procedure 
would diminish the natural 
value of the Mississippi River 
and threaten to change it from a 
river to canal. That result is 
intolerable from an_ en- 
vironmental standpoint, and we 


should’ not allow any such 
process to begin.” 

Thompson inspected Alton 
Locks and Dam 26 by riding a 
tow through the locks and 
meeting with representatives of 
all sides of the issue on July 30. 

“It is gemuinely possible to 
balance the competing interests 
with respect to Alton Locks and 
Dam, provide Illinois with a 
balanced water and rail tran- 
sport system, and protect the 
natural value of the Mississippi 
River. We must maintain our 
commitment to those goals,” 
Thompson said. 

“LINCOLN LAKE. 

“Although a large portion of 
the $96 million project would be 
assumed by the federal 
government, estimates disclose 
that the state of Illinois would 
be responsible for nearly $3 
million, not counting inflation, 
cost overruns and lost property 
taxes. 

“Given our present financial 
situation in Illinois,” Thompson 
said, “this is a significant 
amount and, because of our 
fiscal problems, Lincoln Lake 
cannot be supported at this 
time.” 

Thompson said that in the 
event the state's fiscal condition 
changes for the better, he would 
be willing to reconsider his 
position. 


He said that other areas of 
responsibility for state 
government such as education, 
criminal justice, transportation 
and mental health would take 
priority in state spending under 
his administration under 
present economic conditions. 

Thompson said he supported 
a bill pending in Congress that 
would designate Lincoln Lake 
as a federal recreation area and 
transfer $7.6 million from state 
funding to the federal govern- 
ment. 

He also said that before the 
project could be built 
satisfactory answers would 
have to be supplied concerning 
the cost and other problems 
including flooding, erosion and 
pollution. 

‘MIDDLE FORK RESER- 
VOIR.” 

Thompson noted that he 
conducted research on the 
project, including a one-day 
fact-finding tour of the Middle 
Fork of the Vermilion River 
near Danville. 

“The recent action of the 
Illinois General Assembly 
which eliminated $5.5 million 
that the 1977 budget had ap- 
propriated for the Middle Fork 
is significant,” be said 

The General Assembly had 
concluded that this state simply 
cannot afford the Middle Fork 


Reservoir without seriously 
impairing our budgetary 
stability and that the Middle 
Fork is a low priority item 
which would-be curtailed.” 

Thompson said he was aware 
of Danville’s water supply 
problem and that it must 
receive immediate attention. “I 
am certain that we can provide 
the area with sufficient water at 
a cost far below that of a 
reservoir,” he said 

“IT understand Danville’s 
desire to upgrade the economy 
of Vermilion County. The 
economy of Vermilion County, 
as well as the general economic 
climate of Illinois, is an im- 
portant priority of mine. 

“The simple fact is that the 
state of Illinois cannot now 
afford the Middle Fork project. 
To the extent that Illinois’ fiscal 
condition improves in future 
years, I will take a new look at 
this project. However, for the 
present, I believe this is an 
expenditure the state cannot 
sustain.” 

ZION MARINA.” 

Thompson said he would 
support construction of a 
marina in the Zion area under 
the following conditions. 

“1. A legally recognized 
marina authority must be 
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created. The authority must 
provide complete private and 
local financing and negotiate a 
reasonable lease arrangement 
for the use of state lands 

“2. A satisfactory en- 
vironmental impact statement 
must be prepared, and it must 
demonstrate that erosion 
problems can be controlled. 

“These conditions are 
necessary to insure that the 
marina has no adverse impact 
on the state’s budget or the 
environment. 

“They can be fulfilled by a 
concerted effort at the local 
level, and I anticipate the 
project will go forward in the 
near future.””

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Amendment of civic center bill alters Assembly's intent 


Governor Daniel Walker’s action 
Tuesday on civic center legislation creates 
mixed emotions. He signed the basic bill but 
wrote an amendatory veto adding St. Clair 
County to Madison County as the potential 
site of the local center. 

It will be recalled that a previously 
enacted law was overturned by the top state 
court on technical grounds. More com- 
prehensive wording was included in the new 
legislation to meet such objections. 

The original plan involved Madison and 
St. Clair Counties but was intended from 
the start by the sponsor to involve a site on 
the present campus of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

Land adjacent to a mammoth parking 
area was available at nominal cost to the 
civic center authority, which would have had 
full control of its use; there would have been 
no SIUE voice other than as a part-time 
tenant whose rent was vital in making the 
building a financial success. 

The original board appointed by the 
governor was not wholly sympathetic to the 
SIUE site idea. Factionalism developed, 
with a strong push for Belleville or East St. 
Louis locations. Neither would have been 
centrally located within the Madison-St 
Clair area, nor would either have had the 
practical benefit of such a steady tenant 

The lease concept allowed ample oc- 
casions for the center to broaden this 
region's non-university activity. It would 
have been able to serve as a full-fledged 
exposition and performing arts center as 
well as accommodating a varied range of 
cultural events, organizational gatherings 
and business seminars. 

The initial endeavor appeared to be 
plagued by the potential for never-ending 
site competition and jealousy, and also by 


extreme uncertainty on the part of some 
board appointees as to whether a center 
should be build at all. It might have taken 
forever for the needed project to “get off the 
launching pad.” 

This spring’s legislation focused on 
Madison County—as a means of expediting 
the center—but it should be kept in mind 
that this was no callous decision. The 
proposed SIUE site is centrally located for 
the entire two-county area. And the 
proposal was approved after deliberation by 
committees and the full memberships of the 
Illinois House and Senate. 

Now, with little visible additional input 
from the public, the governor has seen fit to 
use an amendatory veto broadly, not merely 
correcting further technicalities but 
changing the entire legislative intent. 

This can open the door toa new round of 
sectional maneuvering and also may have 
the effect of delaying or killing the local 
center. Under the formula for use of the 
Illinois Metropolitan —_ Exposition, 
Auditorium and Office Building Fund, 
areas like Springfield, Peoria, Rockford, 
Aurora, Danville, Decatur and Rock Island 
that move expeditiously can utilize the bulk 
of the $75 million allocation, leaving an 
inadequate non-existent balance 
remaining for less decisive communities. 

No luster was added to the veto message 
when Gov. Walker quoted a distorted view 
of the local center as a ‘disguised basketball 
arena,” quoting one of the few newspaper 
chains that endorsed him in his losing 
primary campaign. Published comments 
that took a more balanced and objective 
view were ignored, as was the sentiment of 
the legislative sponsor, a Howlett-for- 
governor regional election campaign 
chairman.

Conference cites hunger for freedom as well as for food 


Press-Record Washington Bureau 
Bemoaning the fact that millions of people 
around the world “go to bed hungry every 
night” is virtually a cliche. We can credit 
the International Eucharistic Congress 
which met in Philadelphia for a more 
poignant definition of the world’s hunger 
problem 

At perhaps the largest religious con- 
ference on American soil in half a century, 
the estimated one million clergy and laity 
from around the world devoted their 
sessions to “the hungers of the human 
family.” 

The topics they covered are a reminder of 
an old biblical truth — that man does not 
live by bread alone 

Hunger in the most literal sense was a 
prominent subject, but it is hardly novel for 
churches and religious organizations to 
concern themselves with that problem. 

Feeding the hungry, whether in our in 
dustrialized society or at the frontiers of 
civilization, was a task taken up by religious 
orders and missionaries long before the 
advent of government-sponsored welfare 
and foreign aid programs. 

It is mankind's other hungers that are 
rising to challenge the religious conscience. 
And their satisfaction is as much a spiritual 
issue as heeding the charitable command to 
share one’s food with one's neighbor. 

The Congress addressed itself to 
humanity's hunger for freedom and justice, 
for peace, for truth and understanding, and 
for that spiritual “bread of life’ represented 
in the teachings of Jesus. 

Archbishop Dom Helder Camara of 
Brazil pointed out how these hungers are 
creating a dilemma. 

Physical privation can lure people in 
Third World countries into Communistic 
forms of socialism on the Soviet or Chinese 
model, exchanging freedom for the promise 
of bread 


But fear of that kind of revolution can 
lead governments into what the archbishop 
sees as a ‘‘new Nazism," a repression of the 
same freedom 

Much of the world is groping for the 
middle ground that promises both bread 
and freedom 

For Catholics, the Eucharist is the central 
symbol of their faith. It is bread, but bread 
transformed into a spiritual food in the 
ritual of the Mass. 

The intangible hungers which occupied 
attention at the Eucharistic Congress stem 
from the spiritual qualities of men and 
women, but striving to satisfy them is not 
the province of religious institutions alone. 

Whether nations can succeed in feeding 
both the hungers of the body and hungers of 
the spirit among their people is largely a 
political question. 

It is bound up in often brutal economic 
realities, the inertia of established in 
stitutions when faced with demands for 
change, and the all too familiar corrupting 
influence of power 

But the way that question is answered will 
depend on whether the great religions of the 
world can impart their concern for human 
dignity to those political leaders, whether on 
the left or right, who hold the fate of nations 
in their hands. 

How religious bodies can best wage their 
battles against the “‘hungers of the human 
family" remains a point of controversy. The 
Eucharistic Congress itself demonstrated 
how people, though united in their faith, 
have contrasting views of the role the church 
should play in the temporal world. 

However, in pointing out the scope of the 
hungers that beset mankind, and the im- 
portance of not neglecting one for the sake 
of treating the other, the meeting in 
Philadelphia could have historic 
significance for people of all creeds who 
make up our single human fey)

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Controversial new concept 
on caring for terminally ill 


(American Association for the 
Advancement of Science) 
Hospices, homes for dying 

patients that emphasize care of 

the person over treatment of an 
incurable disease, are gaining 
increasing recognition and 
acceptance in the United States. 

According to Constance 
Holden, writing in “Science,” 
the ‘weekly journal of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science, the 
National Cancer Institute (NCD) 
has sent out requests for 
proposals from groups in- 
terested in forming hospices 

What NCI is looking for is up 
toa half-dozen such facilities in 
various parts of the country, 
modeled after the prototypical 
St. Christopher's Hospice in 
London. 

St. Christopher's was founded 
10, years ago by Cicely Saun- 
ders. It has become, says 
Constance Holden, “something 
of a mecca ‘for health 
professionals interested in 
terminal care."’ 

The ground rules of the 
hospice philosgphy are that 
pain must be controlled and 


that isolation 
eliminated. 
Spurning traditional hospital 
reluctance to routinely use 
large quantities of addictive 
pain-killers, Dr. Saunders’ staff 
administers continuous doses of 
analgesics, sometimes using 
what is known as Brompton mix 
— a cocktail made up of 
diamorphine (heroin), cocaine, 
gin, sugar syrup and chlor- 
promazine syrup 

At St. Christopher's, there is 
no such thing as giving “too 
much" analgesic — there is 
only that amount which is 
sufficient for continuous pain 
control 

“Pain control is only part of 
what makes the hospice 
unusual,’’ observes Miss 
Holden 

“The rest comes from the 
atmosphere created by constant 
attention by the staff and 
volunteers who spend much 
time just listening and hand- 
holding. ...and by the presence 
of friends and family members 
who can drop by almost any 
time.

The 200th Fourth of July 
celebration fulfilled the ex- 
pectations of Congress and the 
objectives of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration 

A nationwide celebration 
filling the land from east to 
west, north to south, from 
border to border and coast to 
coast 

The nation literally billowed 
out in a demonstration of unity 
of purpose, loyalty to the 
country and devotion to its 
founding principles. 

Millions turned out from the 
smallest of the country’s 
communities to the largest of its 
metropolitan centers. 

They danced in the streets, 
waved their flags, sang their 
praises of America, rang their 
bells, read or listened to 
readings of the Declaration of 
Independence, and offered up 
thanks for the liberties they 
enjoy 

Good news filled the nation 
for the first time since the 
phrase “good news in no news” 
was coined. It filled front pages 
and television and radio 
broadcasts throughout the land 

The moving spectacle of 
literally an entire nation 
celebrating emerged the 
ultimate expression of a people 
determined to show their love of 
country and appreciation of the 
way of life with which their 
founding fathers had endowed 
them 

While some leaders of public 
opinion were manifestly at a 
loss to understand, the 
magnitude and the depth of the 
popular celebration that 
emerged over the three-day 
period, the more than 12,000 
Bicentennial communities 
recognized by ARBA had long 
before laid the groundwork for a 
celebration that was to tell the 
world that America was still 
flourishing in unity and 
democratic responsibility

‘When an ulcerated artery 
begins hemorrhaging,”’ ac- 
cording to Miss Holden, “the 
patient is not given transfusions 
when the end is clearly in sight 
anyway; instead he is covered 
with a blanket so he won't be 
frightened by the sight of his 
blood, and is administered a 
strong sedative while someone 
sits close by clasping his hand.”

successful implementation of 
hospices in this country.

Hospice, Inc., of New Haven, 
Conn., the United States’ only 
existing facility, is receiving 
$800,000 a year from NCI while 
trying to raise $3 million to open 
a new center that will house 44 
patients, or 700 a year. 

And, perhaps, —_ more 
physicians will come to find 
satisfaction, as one St. 
Christopher's trainee is quoted 
in “Science” — “from helping 
to transform a patient in severe 
pain into one pain free and at 
peace.” 

After all, concludes writer 
Holden, ‘The hospice 
movement does not represent a 
new approach toward dying, but 
simply an attempt to establish 
as standard those principles 
that have always guided the 
best practitioners.”’

A new me" was tried out 
recently on Granite City Board 
of Education members and a 
few guests and administrators 
which tested their feelings 
about priorities for future 
programs in the public schools 
here Phi Delta Kapp 
professional education 
fraternity, invented the goals 
game.

Programs averaging only 1.67 
chips each were those for 
learning about and trying to

Averaging 1.33 chips each 
were learning how to respect 
and get along with people who 
think, dress and act differently 
and practicing and un 
derstanding the ideas of health 
and safety 


Ranked lowest were 
programs players felt were 
sufficient in the schools and did 
not have priority for improving 
them. Receiving average 
rankings of only one chip were 
understanding and practicing 
democratic ideas and ideals, 
learning how to use leisure 
time, and appreciating culture 
and beauty in the world 

Owen E Humphrey, 
curriculum coordinator for the 
school district, explained 
programs receiving low 
rankings were not necessarily 
unpopular programs, but were 
ones the players seemed to feel 
were adequate as presently 
offered and were not in great 
need of being improved at this 
time.

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GC crimes drop in July 


Major crimes reported in 
Granite City during July 
decreased 9.3 per cent below 
those of the.same month a year 
ago, according to a report 
released this week by Chief of 
Police Ronald Veizer. 

Reductions in the number of 
crimes below last year’s levels 
occurred in six of the eight 
major crime categories, with a 
total of 330 offenses reported 
last month, the report showed. 
A total of 364 crimes were 
reported in July 1975. 

Police cleared 148 major 
crime cases during July, down 
slightly from the 154 cleared in 
the same month a year ago, the 
report said. 

There were no homicide cases 
last month, compared to one a 
year ago, and no forcible rape 
cases, compared to one in July 
1975, according to the report. 

‘The largest drop in criminal 
offenses was in burglaries, with 
58 such cases occurring last 
month, compared with 81 
burglaries in the same month a 
year ago. Robbery cases 
@ropped to three last month, 
down from 14 in the same month 
a year ago. 

Assault cases declined to 22 
last month, down from 31, and 
larceny cases dropped to 132 
from 141 

Increases were shown, 
however, ig the number of auto 
burglaries — 87 last month 
compared with 69 in July 1975 — 
and in the number of auto theft 
cases — 28 last month com- 
pared with 26. 

A total of 130 accidents oc- 
curred in Granite City during 
July, 31 of them resulting in 
injury to 44 persons and fatal 
injuries to one person. There 
were 98 property damage ac 
cidents. 

This was an increase of five 
accidents during the month 
over last year's July total of 125 
accidents which also included 31 
personal injury mishaps in 
which 45 persons were injured 
and none killed 
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The Police Department filed a 
total of 370 charges last month, 
the report showed, compared 
with 326 in the same month a 
year ago. These included a total 
of 186 traffic arrests and 129 
other arrests, in which 55 ad- 
ditional charges were filed. 

These compared with a total 
of 326 charges filed in July 1975, 
including 108 traffic arrests, 177 
other arrests and 41 additional 
charges. 


Last month’s charges brought" 
to 2,553 the total number of 
charges filed during the first 
seven months of this year, in- 
cluding 1,322 traffic arrests, 869 
other arrests and 362 other 
charges. 

In comparison, a total of 2,437 
charges were filed during the 
July month last year, ‘luding 
1,076 traffic arrests, 976 other 
arrests and 385 additional 
charges.
